LONDON,  Nov.  27.— In  aeMition  to  the  plot  reported  in  the 
House  of  Commons  Wednesday  by  Sir  Hamar  Greenwood,  the  Chief 
Secretary  for -Ireland,  for  the  destructioil  of  property  in  Liverpool 
and  Manchester,  it  is  stated  in  police  quarters  that  numerous  other 
'  terrorism  were  being  planned.  According  to  published  reports^ 
members  of  the  Government  received  a  number  of  threatening  let- 
ters recently,  but  the  officials  are  maintaining  silence  on  this  subject 
It  is  also  claimed  that  sensational  discoveries  have  been  made  con- 
cerning the  activity  of  plotters  in  London.  In  one  case,  according  to 
th«  police,  motor  cars  were  to  be  employed  to  convey  men  to  various 
part*  of  London  to  carry  out 'destruction,  of  Government  buildings.

Under  the  covenant  of  the  League 
of  NaUona  the  various  countries  must 
file  all  treaties  and  agreements  made 
■Ince  January  10,  of  the  present  year, 
even  those  In  tfhich  the  other  con- 
tractlng  party  Is  not  a  member  of  the 
league. 

The  arrival  of  the  first  American 
treaties,  although  t'Rey  are  minor 
ones,  was  an  occa^on  of  consider- 
able Interest  among  the  league  mero- 
bere  and  offlclala. 

A  teUI  of  fifty-one  traadee  and  | 
agreements  have  been  filed  with  the 
league.  Of  these  fifteen  were  filed 
by  Great  Britain;  eleven  by  France, 
four  by  Sweden,  alx  by  Swltaarland, 
and  fifteen  by  other  naUons,  which 
filed  one  each.

EXPLOSION  AT  PLANT 

KILLS  SIX  PERSONS 


IiONDON.  Nov.  27.— 81x  persons 
were  killed  and  twenty  Injured  in  the 
•splosloa  of  a  plant  at  Vergato,  3( 
miles  from  Milan.  yeeUrday  after- 
noon, says  a  dispatch  to  The  London 
Times.  % 

Great  damage  In  Vergato  and  other 
vlllagss  in  the  neighborhood  was 
done,  reofi  being  blown  off  and 
ImUdlnga  badly  wrecked.  The  shock 
was  fslt  ovsr  a  radius  of  sixty  mUea. 
Street  cars  wert  overturned  in  Milan 
and  panic  reigned  throughout  the  en- 
tire district  DeUchments  of  soldiers 
have  been  sent  to  the  scsne  of  the 
disaster. 

The  plant  where  the  explosion  oc- 
curred was  used  as  a  shell  factory 
during  the  ^ar.  but  since  the  oloe*  of 
hoetllities  was  being  need  as  a  man- 
ufactory for  citric  acid.  A  fire  broke 
out  in  a  house  near  the  factory  at 
noon,  spread  to  the  main  building  and 
later  Jumped  to  a  big  dump  of  shells 
nearby.  Nearly  260  men  were  em- 
ployed at  tbe  plant,  but  most  of  them 
were  abssnt  for  lunch  when  the  ex- 
plosion occurred.

Following  the  erection  of  harriers 
eight  feet  high  last  night  to  exclude 
the  public  from  Downing  Street  and 
the  adjacent  Charles  Street,  the 
Houses  of  Parliament  were  closed  to 
the  public  today  and  many  persons 
coming  up  from  the  country  were  re. 
fused  admission. 

^Thls  ofllclal  action  followed  the  de- 
tention of  a  strange  man  1»  tbe  outer 
lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons  yes- 
terday. Although  no  ofllclal  state- 
ment has  been  Issued,  The  Evening 
Standard  says 'it  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve the  decision  to  close  the  Houses 
to  tbe  public  has  an  important  bear- 
ing on  sinister  Sinn  Fein  activities 
in  this  country. 

CORK,  Nov.  27.— Two  drapery 
stores  on  8t.  Patrick's  Street  here 
were  completely  destroyed  by  fire  to- 
day following  a  number  of  bomb  ex- 
ploslona  The  damage  is  estimated 
at  £60.000. 

Reports  from  some  quarters  allege 
that  members  of  the  Black  and  Tana, 
at  the  point  of  revolvers,  prevented 
the  Tlremen'e  operations  and  later 
ordered  all  the  volunteer  '  helpers 
away  from  the  scene. 

Several  other  buildings  were  badly 
damaged.  The  residents  were  startled 
by  frequent  explosions,  smashing 
glass  and  occasional  shots  during  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning. 

In  Tlpperary  this  morning  the  Sinn 
Fein   club  rooms  were   burned  out, 

DUBLIN,  Nov.  27.— A  party  of  the 
mlliury  returning  from  an  inquiry 
outside  Fenneyi  was  ambushed  three 
miles  from  that  town  last  eVening 
and  two  of  the  soldiers  were  killed 
and  three  others  wounded.  The 
lorry  was  held  up  by  a  tree  which 
blocked  the  road. 

Some  arms  were  captured  by  the 
men  who  carried  out  the  hold-up. 

LONDON,  Nov.  27.— The  London 
correspondent  of  the  Liverpool  Post 
declares  that  Sir  Hamar  Greenwood 
is  regarded  in  the  clubs  as  the 
strong^t  Irish  secretary  since  Arthur 
JBalfour  held  the  position.  Sir  Hamar, 
it  is  felt,  carries  his  life  in  his  hands, 
and  his  undaunted  attitude  and  clear 
statement  of  events  win  much  ap- 
probation  in  club  circles.

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  2«.— Several 
New  York  evenlnc  papers  comment 
somewhat  bitterly  on  yesterday's  dis> 
orders  after  the  Macswlney  memorial 
mass  at  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  when 
a  mob  of  6,000  Irish  sympathizere, 
seeing  a  British  flagr  displayed  in  a 
window  of.  the  Union  Club,  attacked 
the  buiidlna  and  carried  on  a  seiMir- 
ate  battle  until  a  horde  of  policemen 
drove  them  away. 

All  the  windows  In  the  lower  floor 
of  the  club  buUdinr  were  wrecked, 
and  there  were  a  sreat  many  Injurle* 
from  flylas  missiles. 

"The  demonstration  yesterday  la  a 
naive  assumption  that  New  York  is 
part  of  Ireland,"  says  The  Qlobe. 
"Nothing  could  do  more  injustice  to 
Jreland  or  win  more  friends  for  Lloyd 
George  than  this  absurd  attempt  to 
dictate  to  American  opinion  and  con« 
duct." 

"The  mob,"  says  The  Evening  Post, 
"did  not  act  as  if  It  were  American*. 
They  acted  as  If  they  were  Irishmen. 
"Irish  sympathizers  acting  as  Irish 
sympathizers  acted  yesterday  forget 
where  they  are.  This  Is  not  Ireland. 
It  la  not  England.  It  is  the  United 
States.  Anybody  who  is  not  natural- 
ized and  who  proposes  to  proceed  a* 
If  New  York  were  Dublin  or  any  other 
foreign  city,  abuses  our  hospitality, 
and  anybody  who  is  naturalized  or 
was  born  here  and  who  takes  a  simi- 
lar course,  give*  the  He  to  his  Amer- 
icanism. 

"This  country  haa  watched  and  coiu 
tlnues  to  watch  the  effort  of  Ireland 
to  obtain  self-government  with  sym- 
pathy. But  it  cannot  be  stated  too 
emphatically  that  our  only  legitimate 
interest  in  Ireland's  struggle  is  a* 
Americans.  It  Is  humanly  impossible 
that  Americans  of  Irish  stock  should 
not  feel  the  tragedy  of  Ireland  more 
keenly  than  the  majority  of  us.  Their 
first  duty  is,  nevertheless,  to  America. 
They  cannot  transfer  a  European 
struggle  to  American  soil.  Real 
Americans  justly  resent  any  such 
move." 

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  27.— The  New 
York  morning  papers,  without  ex- 
ception other  than  the  Hearst  publi- 
cations, deplore  the  scenes  of  riot 
witnessed  in  this  city  on  Thursday 
when  a  Sinn  Fein  mob  attacked  the 
Union  Club  because  a  British  flag 
wa*  displayed  from  one  of  the  win- 
dows of  the   building. 

The  World  Is  particularly  bitter  on 
the  subject.     It  says  in  part: 

"We  are  indebted  to  the  Sinn  Fein, 
marching  with  Its  provocative  em- 
blems and  JtMinnera  as  it  pleases,  al- 
ways under  the  protection  of  the 
law,  for  the  idea  that  a  difference  of 
opinion  or  taete  in  regard  to  decora- 
tions 1*  an  offence  to  be  punlehed  by 
them  with  rlotouaatnauUs.  They  find 
no  Impropriety  in  flaunting  their  ban- 
ner* In  the  faces  of  better  Americans 
who  dislike  them,  but  a  Fifth  Avenue 
Club  ft6use  displaying  the  colors  of 
the  Allied  nations  which  the  Sinn 
Fein  sought  to  betray  finds  its  win- 
dows smashed  and  is  made  the  scene 
of  shameful  disorder." 

"Until  lately,"  remark*  The  Times, 
"thank*  partly  to  an  Intelligent  and 
humane  sense  of  the  historic 
wrongs  of  the  Irish  people,  thank* 
partly  to  the  supposed  exigencies  of 
porary  European  politics.  As  such 
pear  to  European  eyes  that  this  coun- 
try had  already  taken  sides.  That 
Illusion  is  now  dispelled,  and  dispelled 
by  the  Irish  themselves. 

"The  United  State*  is  a  nation 
drawn  by  many  natural  race  sym- 
pathies, but  in  the  ultimate  test  it 
is  unbLased  by  passions  of  contem- 
porary European  politice.  •  As  such 
It  maintains  Its  right  to  show  fitting 
courtesy  and  respect  for  all  friendly 
nations.  That  a  portion  of  our  cltl- 
sen*  have  virtually  challenged  that 
right  can  only  cause  a  profound  re- 
action, damaging  to  the  Intolerant." 
The  Herald  says  In  part:  "That  the 
provocative  flag  was  a  British  flag 
make*  no  difference.  If  It  had  been 
Italian  or  French  or  Japanese  or 
Greek,  the  criminal  responsibility  for 
the  disturbance  of  the  peace  would 
have  been  the  same.  Sympathy  for 
the*e  rioters,  theee  law  breakers,  is 
not  sympathy  for  the  cause  suggest- 
ing their  hysterical  performance.  It 
la  *ympatby  for  anarchy — that  and 
nothing  more  or  les*." 

"Uypheniam  back  again,"  is  the 
title  of  the  editorial  In  The  Tribune 
on  the  Thanksgiving  Day  riot.  "The 
scene  on  Fifth  Avenue  wa*  not  cal- 
culated to  persuade  the  wavering  that 
the  Irleh  majority  can  be  trueted  to 
be  Ju*t  and  tolerant  toward  the  Irieh 
minority.  Britain  is  sureljt  well  serv- 
ed in  thi*  country  by  those  who  are 
filled  with  frenzy  when  they  look  on 
th^   British   emblem. 

"Hyphenlsm  was  suppo*ed  to  be 
dead,  but  here  it  1*  grinning  at  u* 
again.  We  have  been  annexed  by 
the  mythical  government  of  de  Val- 
era,  and  it  is  the  privilege  of  this 
gentleman,  who  steadily  refuee*  to 
take  the  risks  of  residence  in  Ireland, 
to  lmi>ose  hi*  taate  in  flags  on  u*."

They  came 
back  and  reported  that  nothing  couid 
be  done.     It  Is  true  they  offered  the 
municipalities  the  right  to  impose  an 
additional  amusement  tax  and  to  take 
omr  the  poll  tax.     No  two  taxes  are 
more  unpopular,  and  the  Government 
was  merely  seeking   to   escape      thq 
odlom  of.  their  Imposition.  The  raunt- 
clpalltles  refused  to  fall  into    the  trap. 
The   record   of  the   past   and     the 
utterances    of    both    Premier    Oliver 
and   Mr.    John   Hart   jhow    that   the 
present   Government   has   nothing   to 
offer.     It  refuses  even-handed'  Justice 
to    the    municipalities,    which       have 
been  told  by  the  leader  of  the  present 
Government  that  they  "must  stew  in 
their  own  jnic^."     From  this  attitude 
it  would  seem  as  if  the  municipalities 
must.   If.  the   Liberal   Government   Is 
sustained  in  power,  go  oyt  and  borrow 
money  at    •    per   cent    in   American 
funds,  pay  the  interest  on  the  basis 
of  the  American  rate     of     exchange, 
which  will  mean  some  9  per  cent  per 
annum,   and   liquidate  this   indebted- 
ness when  It  f^Is  due,  also  at     the 
American  rate  of  exchange.     The  mu- 
nicipalities now  have  before  them  a 
number  of   problema     Streets     have 
been  neglected  during  the  war  years 
and  ever  since,  and  a  policy  of  ma^- 
t^snce  is  overdue.     New  Bchools~  are 
wanted,  but  the  ability  to  collect  tax- 
ation under  the  present  system  does 
not  make  it  possible  for  the  money 
to  be  obtain^  for  this  purppse.     The 
municipalities   have   to   take   care   of 
the  Increased  taxes  owing  to  the  largo 
amount  of  property  whloh  has  been 
taken  over  as  a  result  of  tax  sales. 
They  have  large  bonded  Indebtcfdneas 
shortly  falling  due,  without  the  pros- 
pect of  m^eetlng  It  in  full  unless  there 
is  financial  relief.  ^ 

Mr.  Hart,  the  Finance  Mlnistai^,  to 
on  record  during  the  present  cam- 
paign aa  saying  that  the  Province 
could  not  and  would  not,  devote  any 
of  Its  present  rovsnuea  or  resources 
U$wards  relieving  the  financial  situ- 
ation in  which  municipalities  find 
themselves.  Now  be  is  htoting  at  the 
possibility  of  some  "excellent  scheme" 
.being  devised,  if.  but  not  unless,  his 
party  to  returned  to  power.  The  peo- 
ple are  In  no  humor  to  bo  fooled  at 
this  time,  and  will  estimate  the  Fin- 
ance Minister's  promises  at  the  value 
they  must  have  in  view  of  hto  former 
dogmatlo  statements  against  the 
Ptovlnco  giving  up  any  ot  its  sources 
ot  revenue.  We  doubt  very  much  if 
the  Province  could  f in4 ,  any  new 
souroes  of  revenue,  for  the  people  of 
.  every  clikss  have  been  tapped  so 
heavily  that  the  limit  of  their  pattonco 
has  been  roaohed.  The  pheaent  Gov- 
ernment, by  its  attitude  of  the  past 
three  years,  standa  convletod  ot  re- 
fusing any  and  ovory  form  of  mui- 
cipal  relief. 

It  to  to  a  now  Govemmant.  formed 
out  of  the  Conservative  Party,  ttiat 
the  people  must  look  for  a  measure 
which  will  enable  municipalities  to 
regam  their  financial  feet  The  Con- 
sorvativeo  are  definitely  on  record  as 
premtolng  a  per  capita  grant  imme- 
diately, to  be  followed  by  a  thorough 
investigation  Into  Provincial  and  Mu- 
nicipal taxation  so  that  a  readjust- 
ment can  bo  reached  whereby  both 
branches  of  govsramettt  can  prosper 
and  the  poople  progress.  Thto  news- 
paper has  dealt  with  the  subject  of 
munlolpal  taxation  time  and  again 
during  the  past  three  years,  aad  will 
ooniiaue  to  do  so  until  ths  alleviation. 
BO  necessary,  to  realised.  As  a  first 
and  substantial  step  towards  thto  snd 
we  endorse  heartily  the  policy  enunei- 
atad  by  Mr.  Bowser,  after  consultation 
i^ith  Ida  eolleagaes.  It  to  a  matter 
upon  wlUch  the  Oonsorvatlvo  loader 
has  already  opokea  with  omphasto  in 
the  Legtolaturo.  and  he  aad  hto  fol- 
lowers aro  prepared  to  tfik*  immo- 
gtote  steps  towards  mnnlMpal  relief 
whoa  retaraed  to  power.  la  the  la- 
tereota  ot  thto  elty*s  monlolpal  fDtnra, 
apart  from  every  other  consideration. 
It  wobM  bo  a  matter  for  very  groat 
congratnlatioa  If  toar  Coaservatlveo 
aro  oiocted  hero  on  Wedaeeday  %ext

ASSAILS  OLIVER 

SOLDIER  POUCY 

(Continned  from  Pago  1)  ' 

Mr.  Bowser  made  a  slashing  and 
effective  attack  on  the  OUver  Gov- 
ernment for  its  failure  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  'refurhed '  sbiaiers  and" 
for  Its  neglect  to  even  consider  pro- 
posals for  these  men's  benefit  until 
virtually  forced  to  do  so  by  the  sol- 
diers themselvea 

"Thto  Government  never  had  a 
policy  for  re-establishing  returned 
men  with  families,"  declared  Mr. 
Bowser.  "As  a  result  the  returned 
soldiers  of  this  and  other  cities  of 
the  Province,  finding  the  condition  of 
affairs  Intolerable,  went  to  the  doors 
of  the  Parliament  Buildings  and  de- 
manded that  tho  Government  bring 
down  a  policy.  A  policy  was  brought 
down.  The  demonstration  forced  the 
Government  to  act  but  the  policy 
was  hastily  drawn  and  lllconceived, 
indigested  and  impractical,  and  to 
make  It  worse  an  Impractical  man 
was  appointed  to  carry  it  out 
Repeated  Failures 
"Maxwell  Smith,  the  first  man 
named  to  administrate  the  land  set- 
tlement scheme,  was  a  failure  and 
was  removed  from  office.  Mr. 
Nelems  was  his  successor  as  chair- 
man of  the  commission.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  commission  were  dissatis- 
fied and  they  endorsed  a  resolulion 
asking  him  to  resign.  They  them- 
selves were  thinking  at  the  time  they 
proposed  and  seconded  this  resolu- 
tion: 'Me  for  'the  chairmanship,' 
Nelems  went  out,  and  after  the  Gov- 
ernment had  shifted  around  for  a 
while,  Col.  Davles,^  who  I  believe  to 
be  impractical  too,  was  appointed. 

"Let  me  tell  you  what  the  returned 
soldiers  themselves,  the  men  for 
whmn  the  policy  was  drawn  up,  the 
men  who  are  supposed  to  be  the  bene- 
ficiaries— let  me  tell  you  what  they 
think  of  all  this.  Men-Ule  seething 
with  dtocontent,  yet  I  believe  those 
men  to  be  the  best  type  that  anyone 
could  find  anjrwhere.  I  belieye  that 
they  are  reasonable  men.^  They  are 
there  now  sufferinK  the  rigors  of  the 
Winter,  with  inadequate  shelter,  all 
hoplng<that  another  better  day  will 
come.  .  There  l^no  body  of  men  in 
this  co^intry  loolclng  forward  more 
eagerly  to  election  day  and  to  the 
thought  that  the  present  administra- 
tion will  be  swept  from  power.  To 
them  December  1  Is  regarded  as  their 
*raancipation  day,  when  they  will 
strilce  for  a  new  government  and  for 
a  square  deal." 

Mr.  Bowser  told  of  the  Christian 
Banch  deal,  a  project  ostensibly  for 
ihe  benefit  of  tho  returned  soldiers 
wishing  to  settle  upon  the  land.  He 
told  of  how  the  president  of  the  local 
Llberat  Association  was  tipped  off  to 
the  news  that  the  Oovernment  intend- 
ed to  buy  the  land  for  the  Settlement 
Board,  and  of  how  that  individual 
secured  at  a  cost  of  |100  an  option  on 
the  property,  the  actual  price  of  the 
land  being  $24,000.  He  recited  how 
the-land  had  been  purchased  for  |33,- 
000  by  the  board,  the  Liberal  poli- 
tician pocketing  19.000  on  a  IHIO  in- 
vestment 

Hie  Soldiers  Paid 
"It  would  have  been  bad  enough  If 
thto  had  been  Just  an  ordinary  land 
deal,  but  it  takes  a  worse  form  When 
you  realize  that  this  was  charged  up 
to  the  soldiers,  the  nren  who  had  re- 
turned from  ^-ears  of  fighting  and 
were  anxious  to  make  the  most  of  the 
chance  of  making  go<)a  kn  the  land. 
Thtrty-elght  soldier  s«tU«rs  had  ,  to 
pay  that  price.  It  amounted  to  a  levy 
;Vpon  each  one'  of  them  of  1900  by 
the  local  LlboTal  aasooUtlon. 

"That,  Isn't  the  whole  story.  Be- 
fore the  cheqi^  had  gone  through, 
Mr.  Jonas,  Conservative  member  for 
that  dtatrlot.  warned  that  there  wns 
no  water  on  the  Chrtotian  Ranch. 
But  the  political  pressure  was  too 
great  and  the  deal  w^  carried  nut. 
Today  that  land  to  abandoned,  and 
the  OovemmoBt  to  paying  someone 
11.000  a  year  to  act  aa  caretaker. 
Thirty-eight  disappointed*  men  who 
deserved  something  better  are  some- 
where in  this  J>rov1nce.  Eighty  nln* 
thousand  dollars  altogether  has  been 
InveatOd  in  the  Christian  Ranch,  all 
so  that  the  president  of  the  Llberat 
Association  could  obtain  hto  reward. 
"The  Fernie  settlement  area  has 
been  abandoned,  too.  The  buildings 
that  were  put  up  by  the  sol«^rs  are 
now  betftg  watched  by  a  car^ker  at 
a  salary.  Btghty-three  thousands 
were  spent  there.  I  would  like  Mr. 
Hart  to  enlighten  the  people  about 
these  little  matters.  The  ftory  about 
Creoloa  to  much  tlis  same. 

"Three  qaarters  of  a  million  have 
boon  eBpaaded  oa  tho.estabUshment 
of  tha  Mervllle  settlement'  arei.  and 
tkot  OBe  of  the  ssillleni  has  y«t  ro- 
cehred  title  to  hto  property  or  >.  booa 
told  what  It  to  going  to  coat  yVhrob- 
ably.  if  they  kaew.  thoro  woBH  bo  a 
levolatloa."  . 

Mr.  Bosroer  ntitriA  to  tho  Ltotor 
croa.  aaaned  attar  Oolonol*  Ltoter.  of 
long  military  sor^luo  and  wltly  a  dte- 
tiagatohed  foeord,  #ho  waa  plasod  la 
chargo  t  tha  fstttoflsoat  araa.  '  coL 
Ltocor  sooB  saw  tlM  aoterloBv  work 
that  was  galag  aa  hscwaaa  thoporw 
chafing  agaBt  aad  tlM  TWmmaay 
gang  at  V^aaeoBver.  tha   oosts   baiaa 


charged  to  hto  comrades,  and  he  com- 
plained to  the  Oovernment  The  Gov- 
ernment refused  to  heed  and  CoL 
Ltoter  resigned.  Shortly  afterwards 
CoL  Lister  bought  twenty-five  acres 
o(  land  and  settled  there  Indepena- 
ently.  He  was  so  dissatisfied  >iLh 
the  mismanagelhent  by  the  Govern- 
ent  that  today  he  to  atandtng  aa 
Conservative  candidate  for  Ktislo. 
He  to  one  of  ten  returned  soldiers 
who  are  running  as  C<^servatlves  in 
this  election,  and  every  one  of  them 
has  been  in  the  front  line  and  be^is 
the  scars  ot  battle.  ^ 

"My  opponents  have  charged  that 
I  -went  to  these  settlement  areas  as  a 
political  aglUtor,"  he  went  dn.  "Let 
me  tell  you  that  I  did  not  go  to  a 
single  area  without  having  >been  in- 
vited to  do  so  by  Uie  president  of 
the  local  Great  War  Voterana'  Associa- 
tion. I  venture  to  say  that  Mr.  Oliver 
will  be  a  long  time  In  public  life  be- 
fore he  finds  soldier  settlers  sending 
him  invitations  of  ttito  nature." 

Municipalities  Ignored, 
Mr.  J.  J.  ShalicroBB,  who  also  spoke 
at  the  theatre  meeting,  devoted  hto 
time  to  a  discussion  of  the  way  the 
Oliver  Govsrnment  had  ignored  the 
Just  appeals  for  relief  from  the  muni- 
cipalities of  the  Province. 

Mr.  Shallcross  recalled  that  as 
early  as  in  1918  the  municipalities 
had  first  sent  representatives  to 
Premier  OUver.  They  liad  mode  a 
clear  statement  of  the  l^nancial  con- 
dition of  the  mtmlclpalities  and  had 
pointed  out  that  it  would  be  Impossi- 
ble for  them  to  continue  without  en- 


countering   serious    difficulties.      Mr. 
now  made  up  their  minds,  and  in  a    -Oliver  on  this  occasion  had  told  them 


that    they    had    called    the    tune    and 
they  would  have  to  pay  the  piper. 

The  municipalities  went  to  see  Mr. 
Oliver  again  in  1919,  Mr.  Shallcross 
stated.  They  had  renewed  their  ap- 
peal in  even  more  emph.itlc  terms. 
Mr,  Oliver,  while  giving  liitle  satis- 
faction, had  "Stated  that  he  would 
make  a  tour  of  the  country  to 
ascertain  the  conditions  for  himself. 
A  commission  was  formed'  and  the 
tour  was  made.  Kvidence  was  pre- 
pared. Mr.  Oliver  yras  given  an  op- 
portunity of  seeing  for  himself  tbt3 
plight  of  the  municipalities.  The  evi- 
dence waa  never,  given  to  the  public^ 
It  had  been  mysteriously  concealed.  In 
spite  of  reposed  requests  that  it  be 
published.  Alk  through  this  period 
Mr.  Oliver  had  turned  a  deaf  ear  to 
the   municipalities. 

Mr.  Shallcross  said  tha;  one  of  The 
sources  of  income  constantly  pressed 
for  by  the  munlclpalillev  w.is  the  per- 
sonal property  tax,  which  amounted 
to  1800,000.  Nearly  ail  of  this  sum 
was  collected  directly  from  the  niunl- 
cii>alities,  yet  they  ;ot  nothing  in  re- 
turn. In  1909,  he  sal'l,  Mr.  Oliver  iiad 
moved  in  the  Legialaturj  that  the 
personal  property  t<ix  be  turned  over 
to  the  munluipalitics.  The  motion 
had  been  ruled  Cut  of  order  at  the 
time,  but  in  hto  four  years'  tenuro  of 
office  he  noted  that  Mr.  Oliver,  as 
Premier,  made  no  move  to  give  effect 
,to  the  motion  originally  made. 
Riddles  Oliver  Record 
Mr.  H.  W.  R.  Moore  riddled  tho 
Oliver  record  with  shafts  of  criticism 
and  brought  to  life  many  of  the  polijtl- 
cal  episodes  tn  the  career  of  Air. 
OUver  and  other  Liberals  which  for 
campaign  purposes  are  at  present  be- 
ing glossed  over  or  Ignored  by  the 
Oovernment  stum  orators.  He  men- 
tioned the  "deal"  made  with  i^arker 
Williams  whereby  the  Socialists  would 
not  contest  any  seats  in  the  1914 
campaign,  so  as  to  allow  the  opposi- 
tion vote  to  concentrate  on  the 
Liberals.  For  this  piece  of  work  Mr. 
Williams  Ixad  been  rewarded  with  a 
16,000  a  year  Job  in  the  Workmen'^ 
Compensation  Board. 

Mr.^  Moore  recalled  some  of  the 
promises  ot  the  Liberal  candidates 
In  1916,  that  as  soon  as  they  had 
looked  into  the  Government  account 
books  they  would  have  evidence  of 
the  graft  and  corruption  they  had  so 
frequently  charged  against  the  Con- 
servative admlnistrgtlon.  An  $18,000 
audit  had  failed  to  expose  Conserva- 
tive Wrongdoing,  and  the  Oliver  Gov-, 
ernment  had  not  even  played  the 
game  enough  to  acknowledge  its 
failure  to  prove  its  case. 

The  Liberals  had  promised  divorce 
from  the  patronage  system,  but  they 
were  guilty  ot  a  record  of  partisan 
ofilce-glving  that  would  surpass  be- 
lief, and  he  cited  twenty-seven  high 
salaried  jobs  given  to  party  heelers, 
while  the  Civil  Service  Act.  heralded 
Bs  a  benefit  to  the  underpaid  civil 
servant'  was  being  brought  down  to 
prevent  employees  receiving  less  than 
|l,5Qtl  from  being  promoted  higher 
in  the  service,  now  "seething  with  dis- 
content" 

P.GLEL  Boomerang 
Mr.  Moore  showed  how  talk  of  a 
P.G.E.  scandal  had  been  a  boomer- 
aru|,  and  pointed  out  that  as  soon  as 
Mr.  Bowser  had  declared  he  would 
make  known  certain  things  unpleas- 
ant in  the  ears  of  the  Liberals  if  the 
truth  ^as  asked  for  under  oath,  tho 
investigation  Waa  abruptly  halted,  and 
never  resumed  in  spite  of  the  insist- 
ent demands  made  by  Mr.  Hanes.  the 
Liberal  member  for  South  Vancou- 
ver. 

Mr.  M.  P.  Oorflon.  Conservative 
nominee  in  Oak  Bay.  said  that  if 
Oliver  was  returned  to  power  he 
would  accept  It  as  a  mandate  that  the 
people  didn't  want  the  municipalities 
to  t>o  aided.  He  critloized  the  Oov- 
emment for  Ita  failure  to  treat  the 
hospitals  with  Justice  In  the  matter 
of  financial  proviirfon. 

He  quoted  from  The  Ti|nM.tO  show 
t%it  Mr.  Hart's  own  otijitement 
showed  that  hto  firm,  OiUeepte,  Hart 
A  Todd,  had  received  Oovernnnnt  in- 
surance bnsfness  up  until  191 S,  when 
Mr.  Bowser  naade  It  so  warm  for 'him 
that  it  had  been  dropped.  Mr.  Gor- 
don eaid  he  liad  just  been  informed 
that  the  same  firm  still  held  Insur- 
ance on  the  Parltoment  Bulldlngp. 
but  the  money,  Instead  of  gping  to 
the  Insurance  firm,  went  tuapm  the 
street  to  tho  coal  and  wood  Arm  ot 
Gillespie  *  McKay.

CobbI«  Hill,  work     at     tlM  head   of 
which     a  Oerman-Ajnerlean     named 
Frltx  had  been  plaoed,  and  contrary 
to  the  expectation  of  the  p«eople  of 
the  dUtrict.  that  well  waa  not  public 
property    but    reserved    for   McMillan 
and  hla  Liberal   frienda   He  showed 
how  oppoalUon  questions  put  to  the 
OoYemment   In   the   L^sialatars    had 
disclosed    that   Fritx   had    spent   con- 
slderabls    time      In    a   Victoria    hotel 
when    he   should    have   been    on    the 
Job.   This  case,    he     stated,   was   but 
typical    of    that    "independent"    Lib- 
eral who  was  doubtful  of  the  bone- 
fides    of   the    existing    administration 
but  "Just  couldn't  stand  Bowser." 
People  Deluded 
"In  If  16  this  Qovernment  was  re- 
turned   by   a    large    majority    by    the 
people   who   believed      that     under   a 
new  administration  there  would  be  a 
more    ppovreariYe    ff9verDment      than 
under  the  last.     I  have  no  i^^levance 
with  that  verdict  for  under  our  con- 
stitutional      methods     the     majority 
rule,"  said  Mr.  Bowser,  who  expressed 
the   opinion   that  since   he  had  been 
placed  In  the  Opposition  benches  he 
had  had  an  opportunity  he  had  never 
before  enjoyed  of  getting  around  the 
Province,   studying  its  needs  and   se- 
curing a  nrmer  grasp  of  Its  manifold 
problems.     He   was  willing   to  admit 
that  he  was  but  human  and  had  made 
his    mistakes.      But    he    pointed    out 
while    the    Government    In    1916    had 
been   returned   with     a     very     large 
majority,  the  fact  was  that  the  Con- 
servatives had  come     within     fifteen 
thousand  of  the  Liberal  total  of  votes. 
Accordingly,  he  argued,  at  the  present 
election    the    Conservative    cause    had 
net  to  turn  the  ifreat  majority  of  the 
people  bht  a  comparatively  small  pro- 
portion.     He    pointed    to    the    many 
close  contests  In  various  ridings  to  In- 
dicate that  his  belief  in  the  return  of 
the  Conservative  Government  to  pow- 
er on  December  1,  was  well  founded. 
"The  Government  came  into  power, 
as  I  have  stated,   in   1916  under  the 
most  propitious  dreumstances.     If  tt^ 
has  not  made  good  it  Is  not  the  fault 
of  the   electors  of  the   Province   who 
gave   them    every   opportunity   to    do 
so.      True,    they   encountered    misfor- 
tune at  the  start  in  the  death  of  the 
Hon.  Ralph  Smith,  one  of  the  ablest 
men  they  possessed,  and  later,  in  the 
death   of  the   late   Premier   Brewster. 
Then    Mr.    M.   A.        Macdonald        fell 
through   his     political     faults.       The 
present    Premier,    selected    leader    by 
a  majority  of  one  at  a  party  caucus 
gathering,    achieved    the      leadership. 
One  year,  two  and  then  three  passed' 
and   tlie  people  saw  what  they  were 
getting.     My  friends,   declare   that   In 
the  past  few  weeks  I  and  my  support- 
ers  have   done   great  work  and   that 
with  the  high  type  of  our  candidates 
we  are  consolidating  the  Conservative 
ranks.      It   is   not   a  ^  case    of    what   I 
have   done  or  what  the   Conservative 
party  has  done  since  dissolution.  The 
Government  defeated  itself  a  year  ago. 
Not  Made  Ciood 
'The   people     are     convinced     the 
Government  has  not  made  good.     All 
over    the    Province    they    have    been 
waiUng  patiently  for  the  admlnistra- 
^tion  to  go  to  the  country.     My  friend 
the  Premier  took  time  by  the  forelock 
and  now  he  and  the  Hon.  John  Hart 
and    his    followers   are    repeating   the 
same  old  text  'Bowser,  Bowser,  Bow- 
ser.'    The  record  of  the  Goverl^ent 
is  the  Issue  before  you:     John  Oliver 
and  his  ministers  are  in  the  firing  line. 
If   you    think   they   have   made   good, 
then  vote  for  them.     If  you  consider, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  this  Govern- 
ment has  been  drifting  along  it  is  your 
duty  to  vote  them  out  of  office." 

Dubbing    the    Premier's    manifesto 
a  "mere  jumble"  of  words,  meaning- 
less  and    unlnformatlve.    Mr.    Bowser 
pointed  to  the  claim  that  the  Liberal 
Government    had       rehabilitated    the 
credit  of  the   Province.   "Who  ruined 
It?"    he    asked    anmld    applause    and 
cries   of   "Bowser"   and   "John   Hart." 
"Well,  let  us  go  into  it  and  get  the 
real  facts,"  retorted  Mr.  Bowser,  who 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  late  Con- 
servative   Government,   shortly   before 
it   left  office   in    1916.   had   floated   a 
loan    in  JJew    York    for    one    million 
dollars    for    agricultural    credits    pur- 
poses    at     a     rate   of   5.62   per  cent, 
money   intended      to    be      loaned      at 
cheap  rates  to  farmers  to  assist  them 
in  the  all  important  work  of  increas- 
ing   production.      A    few    weeks    later 
England  and  France  had  entered  the 

i  United    States    markets      to      borrow 
money  and   had  to  pay  a  rate  hlKher 
than   that   paid   by   the   Province.     At 
that  time  the   war   had   been   on   for 
two  years  and.  with  the  exception  of 
the  United   States,     all     the     money 
markets  of  the  world  were  closed  to 
borrowings    except     for     strictly     war 
purposes.     Then,  In  November,   1916. 
the   Llb^al     Government    had     come 
Into    power    with    a    majority    which 
should,    above   anything      else,      have 
subillxed  the  credit  of  the  Province. 
A  Splendid  Credit 
"We  left   the   Province     with     that 
splendid  credit.     The  new  Liberal  ad- 
ministration   floated   a    loan    early   In 
1917  and-  got  it  at  a  rate  costing  the 
people  of  the  Province  seven  per  cent. 
In  their  four  years  In  office  they  have 
never  got  t|ie  rate  as  low  as  6.62  "per 
cent   and    they   never   will,    for   after 
December   1   next  they  wUl  no  longer 
be  borrowing  for  this  Province,"  as- 
serted    Mr.     BowseV,     and     he     was 
cheered  to  the  echo.     He  referred  to 
the  recent  loan  by  the  present  Govem- 
ment  of  one  million  for   three  years 
and  the  Liberals'  claims  that  as  that 
loan   has  been   floated  at  a  premium 
of  three  points  and  a  fraction  that  it 
was   actually   costing      the      Province 
four   and    three-quarters    per   cent,    a 
flagrant  case,  he  declared,  of  the  Lib- 
eral leaders  misleading  the  people. 

Those   bonds,   purchased   by  Seattle 
interests,  had  to  be  resold  to  Ameri- 
can Investors  at     a  price     of  9S,     or 
seven      polnU     below    par.     a   figure 
which    netted   the    purchasers   a   rate 
of  over  *f>yt,ti  per  cent.     It  was  to  be 
note?!  that  the   1916   loan  by  the  late 
Government    was    repayable    in   Vlc- 
torU;    that    of    the    present    Oovem- 
ment  in  N^w  York.     Under  the  latter 
It  was  neeeeaarr  to  transfer  t«0,ooo 
per  year  In  interest  payments  to  New' 
York    and   at   the    end    of    that    terrrt 
the  whole  principal  amount  must  also 
be    transftrred.      Today    the    rate    of 
«xchang«  waa  against  Canada  to  the 
extent  of  fonrteen  per  cent.     It  waa 
ttsclesa  to  exp^t  that  In  three  yesi-s 
that  adverse  rate  would  b«  eliminat- 
ed.    Based   upon  &  rate  of  exchange 
of,   any,  ten    per     cent,      this     much 
vaunted  teaa  would  coet  the  Province 
at  leaet  nine  and  one-half  per  cent 
In  the  taee  of  that,  the  Uberals  per- 
sisted   In    mtalendlng    the    people    by 
elalmlnv  th«r*liad  re.«aUblislMd  the 
credit  of  the  Prevtnee. 


In«  exchange  situation  It  would  hars 
been  better  to  issue  long  term  loans* 
thus  providing  for  future  resamptloa 
of  payments  on  a  basis  of  parity,  and 
ha  Instanced  the  recent  case  of  the 
Dominion  Issuing  twenty  years  bond*, 
because  it  Y&e  '•)*  that  by  the  time 
the  bonds  expired  the  exchange  situa- 
tion would  be  more  normal.  That 
was  what  Hon.  John  Hart  should 
have  done,  he  claimed,  amid  applause. 
"You  rememk>er  what  they  told 
yovi  In  1916.  that  we  had  disposed  of 
all  the  natural  assets  of  the  Prov- 
ince. Yet.  It  would  be  interesting 
for  yoQ  to  read  the  prospectus  they 
Issued  for  their  first  loan.  They 
suddenly  discovered  that  British  Co- 
lumbia possessed  millions  of  acres  of 
land,  billions  of  tons  of  coal,  unlim- 
ited forest  wealth  and  equally  Inex- 
haustible resources  of  minerals,  fish- 
eries, etc  In  1916  we  had  left  noth- 
ing. Judging  from  the  Liberal  state- 
mente.  In  191S  we  were  the  richest 
country  in-  the  world.  So  we  are. 
The  real  test  is  that  the  present  Lib- 
eral administration  has  been  in 
power  for  four  years  and  in  that 
time  had  borrowed  tZT.SOO.OOO.  In 
our  whole  twelve  years  in  office  we 
spent  1103,000,000.  of  which  144.000,- 
000  was  expended  upon  public  works, 
and  during  that  whole  time  we  were 
able  to  finance  our  needs  and  had  to 
borrow  but  112,600,000. 

A  Pertinent  QnoBtkm 

•^  want  to  know  where  all  that 
money  borrowed  »by  the  Liberals  has 
gone?  Have  you  seen  any  evidence 
of  great  productive  outlays.  We  left 
many  public  works,  the  Parliament 
buildings  additions,  schools,  public 
buildings,  and  a  road  system  second 
to  none,  of  9,000  miles  of  roads,  16,- 
000  miles  of  trails  and  sixty  miles  of 
bridges,  a  system  which  the  Liberal 
Government  could  not  even  keep  In 
repair." 

On  the  point  of  the  great  natural 
resources    of    the      Province      which 
must   be   developed  under  a  progres- 
sive policy  If  the  people  of  the  Prov- 
Ince  are  to  benefit,  Mr.  Bowser  cited 
the    case    of    coal.     He    well    remem- 
bered   the    criticisms    levelled    at    the 
former    Conservative    government     by 
the  then  Liberal  opposition  at  the  ex- 
is*mg   cost  ^  Ox    eoal   t^  the   consumer ~ 
and    their    promises    that    were    they 
placed   in   power  they  would   remedy 
conditions.        Then    coal    was   costing 
about  $8.50  per  ton;  today,  after  four 
years   of  Liberal   rule,  it   costs  |17   a 
ton.     He    wished    to    be    fair    and    to 
state  that  undoubtedly  the  over-head 
costs    of    mining      had      greatly      In- 
creased but,  in  view  of  the  criticism 
in  1916,  he  considered  it  pertinent  to 
inquire  what  have  the  Liberals  done 
to  keep   prices  down,  and   live  up   to 
their      pre-election      promises?        He 
pointed    to    the    reserves   the    present 
Government    had    placed    upon     coal, 
Iron    and    oil,    asserting    that    If    any 
government     had     gone     about     de- 
liberately   granting    a     monopoly     to 
existing    coal    mining      companies      It 
was  the  present.     Under  that  reserve 
not  a  prospector  can  go  out  Into  the 
hills    and    discover    coal    deposits,    or, 
as    in   the   old    times,      after     having 
located  one  and  shown  he  has  a  good 
prosnect,    can    interest   capital    in    the 
development   of   his   claim.       Liberty 
of   prospecting  and    opening     up      of 
new   properties,   it   appeared   to    him, 
would    have    been    the    most    obvious 
method  of  keeping  coal  prices  down. 

Hinders  Development 

In   regard  to  Iron  the  same  policy 
had  been  adopted.     There  had  been  a 
great  deal  of  "hot  air"  about  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Iron  industry.     Hon. 
William    Sloan    was      going      to   have 
smoke    belching    from      a      thousand 
chimney  and  yet,  though  the  Liberals 
had   been   in  power  four  years  not  a 
sod  had  been  turned  for  a  new  smel- 
ter and  the  existing  smelter  on  Van- 
couver   Island,    that      at    Ladysmith, 
had    been    closed      down.        The    first 
thing  the  Investor  anxious  to  establish 
a  plant  desired  to  know  waa  what  de- 
posits of  Iron  exist,  and  yet  the  Gov- 
ernment   had    done    nothing    towards 
getting  the  facts.     Instead,  at  the  last 
session,    a    reserve    had    been    placed 
upon  iron  areas  In  the  Llllooet  section, 
where  a   member  of  the   Legislature 
had   located    large   deposits.      Such   a 
policy  of  reserving  natural   resources 
was  a  suicidal  one,   Mr.  Bowser     de- 
clared, as  he  emphasized   the  neces- 
sity of  giving  every  opportunity  to  the 
prospector  to  go  out  and  locate  the 
mineral  wealth   of  the  Province.      It 
was  due  to  the     prospector   that  the 
great  mining  activity  of  the  Provinc* 
had   been   developed,   yet  the   present 
Government  sought,  by  its  short-sight- 
ed policies,   to  prevent  that  develop- 
ment.     He    asserted    that   under   the 
Conservative  policy  the  reserves  would 
be  cancelled  and   all   mineral     lands 
thrown  open  for  prospecting. 

Mr.  Bowser  spoke  at  length  on  the 
action  of  the  Government  In  placing 
a  reserve  ,on  all  oil  lands.  He  cited 
the  experience  of  the  late  war  and  the 
efforts  being  made  by  the  Imperial 
authorities  to.  as  a  result  of  that  ex- 
perience, secuTe  new  fields  through- 
out the  Empire.  There  was  little 
likelihood  that  an  end  to  war  had* 
come  and  it  was  the  belief  of  those 
who  should  be  in  a  position  to  know 
that  In  all  likelihood  the  next  world 
struggle  would  be  staged  on  the  Pa- 
cific. To  assure  Itself  ofadequate  sup- 
plies   the    Imperial    Oovernmefit    had

Anglo-Persian    Oil    Company,    one ,  of 
the      subsidiaries      of      which      was 
the        D'Arcy        Exploration       Com- 
pany    which     last     year    asked    for 
concessions      In      the      Peace     River 
block      to      explore      for      oil.      That 
concern  intended  to  expend  one  mil- 
lion   sterling    on    development      work 
and  had  asked  for  no  particular  priv- 
ileges other  than   the  assurance   that 
should  they  strike  oil,  they  would  be 
eruarded  against  other  concerns  com- 
Inir  into  their  territory.    They  had  of- 
fered to  pay  a  fair  royalty.     The  pres- 
ent   Government    had    turned    a    deaf 
ear  to  their     suggestions,   not     being 
broad  enough  to  see  the   possibilities 
resulting  from  an  expenditure  of  Ave 
millions,  to  say  nothing  of  the  future 
developments  due  to  that  outlay.  The 
Oovernment  had  adopted  a  policy  of 
conserving   the  oil   resources  for   the 
people  forgetting,  apparently,  that  the 
people  are   In  no  position     to  them- 
selves develop  them.  The  matter  came 
up   In  the    legislature   and   the    Pre- 
mier professed  not  to  know  that  the 
Imperial  Government  was  behind  the 
project. 

Imperial  Importance 
Mr.  Bowser  quoted  from  a  tflegram 
sent  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies  through  the  State  Depart- 
ment at  Ottawa  and  forwarded  to 
the  Premier  making  it  certain  that 
the  Imperial  authorities  were  behind 
the  project,  and  were  anxious  for  its 
success.  The  Imperial  Oil  Company 
had  spent  a  million  In  drilling  in  the 
Hackenxie  River  basin,  and  a  great 
boom  was  promised  in  tho  Peace 
River  block  (Dominion  land),  becaus* 
that  company  has  leased  20,000  acres 
for  oil  prospectinir  purposes.  But  in 
the  face  of  thene  facts  all  the  Liberal 
Government  could  do  was  to  place 
$15,000  in  the  estimates  for  oil  in- 
vestigation, and  last  year  they  had 
sent  an  old  professor  of  an  Eastern 
college  to  see  If  he  could  find  oil  In 
the  Peace  River  section. 

"That  Is  about  the  sixe  of  this  Gov- 
ernment. That  professor  spent  $7,000 
and  submitted  a  report  that  nothing 
had  been  found.  The  only  real  de- 
velopment taking  place  In  the  Psace 
River  section  is  that  of  the  Imperial 
Oil  Company,  which  Is  dealing  with 
the  Dominion  Government,  the  latter 
being  sensible  enough  to  know  It  will 
not  secure  development  until  It  allows 
those  most  keenly  interested  In  locat- 
ing those  sources  of  wealth  to  go  in 
and  spend  their  money. 

The  United  States  had  abandoned 
iu  system  of  state  control  and  thrown 
its  oil  lands  open,  charging  a  fair 
royalty  on  oil  produced.  That  la  the 
pruper  system  for  Brltlsli  ColaniUa," 
Mr  Bowser  claimed. 

"But  the  worst  feature  of  the  whole 
transaction  was  that  this  Liberal 
Oovernment  would  not  consider  the 
Imperial  fentur^  of  the  situation."  he 
c^aid,  to  hearty  applause. 

Then  ther«!  was  the  pulp  Industry  In 
connection  with  the  tnauguratlun  of 
whl<'h  Mr.  Bowaer  paid  a  tribute  to 
the  Ute  Sir  RicbM^  MeBrlde  who.  he 
said,  had  vision  In  connection  with 
the  development  of  the  natural  r«. 
sottt^ces  o(  the  I*roVlncc.  Ha  recallod 
how  la  l»ei  the  then  Oovenmient 
had  amended  the  X^nd  Act  to 'permit 
leasing  of  pulp  lands  at  low  rentals, 
leaaee  wKlein  callod  for  epwatton  of 
mUls  on  an  snnaal  rents  I.  Many  of 
the  leaara,  owing  to  various  causes, 
became  In  arrMre.  bat  Mr  lUelianl.

be  thrown  open.  But  Sir  Richard  en- 
couraged the  lessee  to  hold  on,  and 
before  be  left  the  Province,  for  Eng- 
land he  had  the  pleasure  of  know- 
ing a  vast  industry,  calling  for  the 
InveAtment  of  milliops.  Inui  been 
established.  Today  thaS  puly  indus- 
try is  cupplying  the  Orient  with  Ua 
paper.  During  the  war  AuatralU 
aont  here  for  a  whold  ahipload  of 
products,  and  today  Europe  and  the 
Tnlted  Stateo  are  dependent.  In  great 
measure,  on  Canada  and  Newfound - 
Ih'id  f..  '.heir  pulp  supplies,  and 
Brltlah  Columbia  holds  an  enviable 
place  in  sh/it  regard. 

As  to  Moderation 

On    the    all    Importanr  subject    of 
moderation,  Mr.  Bowser  first  referred 
to  the  underhand    methods  the  Lib- 
erals of  Vancouver  were  pursuing  in 
respect  to  the  matter.  He  stated  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
plebiscite    vote      on      October    20,    at 
which  a  majority  of  40,000  had  been 
roorded     for      Government      Control, 
indicated    that    a    large    majority    of 
the    people   had      not   been    satisfied 
with  the  legislation  now  on  the  eUt- 
uto  books  because  it  Interfered  with 
their  personal  llbsty.  and  also  that  a 
large    body,      equally      coneclenUouo, 
who   held   for  prohibition,   had   be*n 
disgusted    at   the  scandalous   non-en- 
forcement of  the   Prohibition  Act  by 
Attorney-Oeneral  Parrls.  He  beUevod 
that   the   vote   meant   that  the   large 
majority  of  the  people  did  not  desire 
a   wide    open,    but    a   decent   British 
Columbia.     As  leader  of  the  Conser- 
vative  party   he   concluded    that   the 
mandate  of  the  people  ntust  prevail. 
The   present   Government  must   have 
known  that  the  question  would  be  de- 
cided   in    one   of   two   ways   and.    one 
would    imagine,    it   would   have   been 
prepared  with  a  policy,  that  a  epecfal 
session  would   have   been  called    and 
leglalation   enacted.   At  that  time  no 
one  expected  an  el«4ction  and  peihsps 
there  Would   not  l»ave   beon  ono  had 
prohibition  carried.  But  within  a  few 
days  an   election  waa  called   and   an 
expenditure    of      from      llOO.OSO    to 
$160,000  neceaeitated  when,  aa  -.  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  plebiscite  and  election 
might  aa  well  have  been  held  on  the 
same  day  without  any  such  added  ex- 
pense.  There  waa  precedent  for  that 
■tep.     Had  they  rot  desired  to  follow 
the  example  of  the  Ute  Government 
»rhlch   submitted   its  proa  b  ton  and 
women's   suf'.age    rcfet.*n'1%   on    the 
date  of  the  general  elect'on  in  191  <l 
they  could  have  found  a  precedent  in 
the    action    of   Winiam.     Hearst,      of 
Ontario,^  who  put  a  plebiscite  on  the 
election  day  In   that   province.   There 
was   absolutely      no    re<uo;i      for   the 
Liberal  course  except  that  of  pdlitl- 
cal  expediency.  The  Premier  had  told 
the  people  in  the  Delta  that  he  had 
decided    on     an  election     before  i)»e 
plebiscite.    If   so.      why    had    he    not 
taken /the  people     of     tho   Province 
into  his  confldepce? 

"You  would  have  thought  that  in 
that  case  he  would  com^  forward 
with  a  policy,  but  no.  ho  says  he 
T'lll  leave  It  to  the  Legislature."  said 
Mr.  Bowser,  who  declared  such  att«- 
XMfA.  wa*  aimply  childish  in  that 
under  the  present  eonstltutlonnl 
practice  it  la  the  Government  which 
must  accept  the  responsibility  for 
legislation.  He  asserted  th/>  Govern- 
ment already  has  a  bill  drafted,  but 
has  not  the  courage  to  produce  It 
Lecause  It  is  afraid  the  people  might 
not  like  It.  No  bill  js  now  being 
discussed  because  the  Government  is 
eldestepping  the  issue.  To  Ie%ve  It 
:o  the  next  Legislature  will  mean 
that  if  a  bill,  a«  finally  paseed.  doee 
not  prove  satisfactory  to  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people,  they  will  not 
have   opportunity  to  say  so   for  five 


"Our  bill.  If  we  are  permitted  to 
prepare  it.  will  be  a  reasonable  one. 
not  leamng  to  one  or  the  other  ex- 
treme. It  will  appeal  to  the  ma- 
jority of  all  sensible  people  and  will 
give  ,the  right  to  the  people  to  se- 
cure from  Government  stores  In  rear 
sonable  quantitiea,  liquor  of  good 
quality  at  reaeonable  prices."  But 
the  old  l>ar  waa  not  wanted  back,  he 
considered.  It  was  necessary  to  stop 
the  recurring  agitation  over  the  li- 
quor question  and  get  down  to  de- 
velopment of  the  Province.  The 
l\wor  should  be  purchased  from 
the  distiller  and  the  middleman  elim- 
iiiated.  There  was  no  reason  why 
it  ahoiild  be  a  partisan  measure. 
The  idea  was  to  get  the  i>eople  of 
various  shadea  of  opinion  to  give 
their  advice  to  the  end  that  the  best 
possible  act  could  be  enacted,  one 
that  would  be  rigidly  enforced,  and 
behind  which  the  support  of  the 
people  would  be  found.  He  was 
willing  to  place  his  record  as  At- 
torney-General in  law  enforcement 
axainst  that  of  Attorney-Oeneral 
Farrls,  whose  failure  to  enforce  the 
Prohibition  law  had  been  a  scandal 
and  a  disgrace  to  the  Prorlnce. 

Mr.  Bowaer  cited  the  fact  that 
while  anewera  on  this  moderation 
bill  had  been  asked  of  all  candi- 
dates by  the  .Moderation  EAMcutive 
Committee  |n  Vancouver,  It  had  becfi 
a  remarkable  thing  that  only  his  own 
and  those  of  three  other  Conserva- 
tive candldfites  had  been  published. 
Capt.  Ian  Mackenxie.  Liberal  candi- 
date in  Vancouver,  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Moderation  Execu- 
tive, an^  perhapa  ttiat  accounted  for 
the  fact  the  answers  published  had 
been  those  of  hla  opposing  candi- 
dates. Since  then  other  members  of 
that  committee  had  expressed  their 
resentment  of  the  action  of  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Bowser's  answer,  had  been, 
relative  to  the  question  et  a  com- 
mission, as  follows: 

ConservaUve  Attitude 

"As  to  whether  the  act  should  be 
administered  by  a  commission  or  by 
offlclals  directly  under  "the  govem- 
ment  la  a  matter  of  detail  and  one 
on  which  I  have  an  open  mind.  I 
would  be  strongly  opposed  to  any

In  my  opinion  the  enactment  and  ad- 
ministration of  such  legislation  is  one 
of  the  most  Important  duties  de- 
volving upon  the  government,  and  if 
honored  with  election,  it  will  have 
my  sinoere  and  conscientious  atten- 
tion." 

The  record  of  the  Government  in 
the  matter  of  Bhipbuiiding  was  re- 
ferred to  by  Mr.  Bowser,  who  claimed 
that  under  that  policy  it  had  been 
demonstrated  thfCt  the  industry  could 
be  profitably  carried  on.  •  By  the  pro- 
vision for,  aid  to  shipbuilding  twelve 
schooners  had  been  built,  costing 
$250,000  each,  and  these  had  carried 
large  cargoes  to  foreign  ports  to  the 
benefit  of  the  lumbering  industry.  'As 
they  were  not  trading  back  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia  not  a  dollar  of  the  aid 
promised  had  had  to  be  paid,  for  it 
waa  a  stipulation  that  no  aid  would 
be  ,  granted  unless  the  vessels  re- 
mained In  the  British  Columbia  trade. 
But  it  proved  that  all  the  facilities 
for  shipbuilding  were  here  and  in 
consequence  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment and  later  other  concerns  had 
established  yards  in  British  Colum- 
bia. While,  in  view  of  the  present 
freight  situation,  he  could  not  pro- 
mine  that  that  policy  would  be  again 
inaugurated,  yet,  he  felt  that  it 
would  be  seriously  considered.  The 
Oliver  Government.  In  its  four  years, 
had  not  done  a  single  thing  towards 
that  end. 

Promises 

"It  Is  wonderful,  however,  how. 
within  the  past  three  weeks  the  Gov- 
ernment had  wakened  up  and  is 
promising  almost  everything.  Death, 
bed  repentances  only.  One  hundred 
men  engaged  to  work  on  the  reserve 
to  start  Monday,  260  to  start  Tues- 
day. Wednesday  is  a  holiday,  and 
Thursday,  no  more  Oliver  Govern- 
ment." he  said,  amid  laughter  and 
applause. 

In  regard  to  the  $500,0000  P.  Q.  B. 
campaign  ,  fund  contribution.  Mr. 
Bowser  asserted  he  would  make  no 
statement  on  the  eve  of  an  election, 
but  If,  as  he  had  promised  before. 'a 
proper  judicial  commission  were  ap- 
pointed he  would  willingly  go  before 
It  with  others,  and  tell  what  he  knew 
and.  he  could  repeat,  if  he  did  it 
would  be  Interesting  for  his  Liberal 
friends. 

He  poked  fun  at  Hon.  John  Hart's 
policy  of  a  Provincial  bank,  another 
eleventh  hour  promise  Intended  to 
deceive  the  electora 

^'Of  all  the  academic  nonsense,  this 
bank  proposal  is  the  limit,"  declared 
the  Conservative  leader  amid  cheers 
and  laughter.  "Perfect  clap-trap," 
he  averred,  and  he  asked  if  Mr.  Hart 
really  believed  such  a  proposal  was 
a  good  thing,  why  had  he  not  intro- 
duced it  at  the  last  seaaion? 
RIs  Record 

Mr.  Bowser  referred  to  Ais  seven- 
teen years       continuous       service  as 
mentber    for    Vancouver,    referred    to 
the    Premier's    inability    to    secure    a 
nomination   twice  in  the  eame  riding, 
and  commented       upon       Hon.       Mr. 
Oliver's    carpet-t>ag     propensities     in 
peeking  a  safe   seat   in  which   te  be 
elected.      Having     found    the     air    of 
DelU    somewhat   chUly.    the    Premier 
had  deemed  it  wise  to  also  run  in  Vic- 
toria.    He  scouted   the  Liberal  claim 
to  having  given  the  woman  the  fran- 
chise declaring  it  was  the  men  of  the 
Province  who  had   done  so  in  over- 
whelmingly   approving     the     question 
at   the   referendum   presented    by  the 
late    Government,    an^  he    concluded 
with  referenoe  to  the  changed  condi- 
tions of  viewpoint  of  the  people   on 
matters   politic^,   the   advent   of  the 
women  t>eing  an  Important  factor  and 
one    making    for    batter    politics   and 
Improved  public  life.     He  emphasised 
the    high    type    of    citisenshlp    repre- 
sented by  the  Conservative  candidates 
aaecrting  that  the  party  was  offek-iog 
the  iMuit  and  moat^  representative  peo- 
ple for  election. 

"We  want  not  alone  an  economic 
Ooverpment,  but  a  bustnesa  Govern- 
ment We  want  a  Government  that 
will  gtv«  resulta.  develop  our  natural 
reeonrees  aad  one  which  will  deal 
amicably  with  the  Ztomlnion."  he 
aaid.  He  depreoated  the  idea  that 
eleettag  Inavpsttdsnts  win  give  «apla 
GorerBmeat  or  Improve  mattere, 
pointing  out  that  what  is  wanted  is 
not  group  goveramsM  >i—.  an  admt»> 
oetratlen  strong  eaovgh  to  oour> 
•geously  carry  ahead  a  gregieeshs 
peUey.  With  that  type  ef  govem- 
«»«aC  he  declared,  he  would  be  abto 
t«  glre  aa  era  of  good  admlntstratioo 
wfilch  wo«M  be  aa  hnprovemeat 
apoa  that  of  Hm  OUear  rsctana. 


Canon  Hlnchllffe.  who  received  an 
ovation  on  rising  to  speak.  He  opened 
his  remarks  by  saying  that  he  meant 
to  anawer  aa  attack  that  had  been 
made  upon  hlmHn  the  columns  of  the 
evening  ^per.  where  it  had  been  said 
that  'a  clergyman  who  came  out 
into  politics  must  expect  to  take  his 
medicine."  "Well."  said  the  speaker. 
"I  hope  that  next  Wednesday  when 
I  have  taken  my  medicine  I  will  find 
a  spoonful  ,of  jelly  on  the  top." 
(Laughter    and    applause). 

With  reference  also  to  the  attack 
with  regard  to  his  having  had  a 
wounded  soldier  on  the  platform  at 
one  of  the  meetings.  Canon  Hlnch- 
llffe read  a  letter  from  the  soldier  In 
question,  in  which  the  latter  said:  "I 
wish  you  to  make  a  statement  on  the 
platform  ^  before  the  people  that  I 
came  on  the  platform  without  being 
asked,  and  at  my  own  request  If 
people  want  to  know  about  it.  let 
them  Interview  me  in  Ward  Three  at 
Cralgdarroch        HoapitaL"  Canon 

Hlnchllffe  asked:  "Why  should  I  not 
have  a  man  on  the  platform — one 
who  had  been  crippled  in  France — 
when  he  asked  my  permisaii^?  The 
nian  who  makes  the  attack  on  me. 
prefers  Dakers  and  Dooley.  There  la 
no  accounting  for  tastes."  be  de- 
clared, amidst  great  laughter. 

Then  again,  with  regard  to  the 
statement  that  a  man  named  Crese- 
well  was  Canon  Hinchliffe's  election 
agent  he  read  a  statement  from  Mr. 
Cresswell  denjrlng  the  matter  com- 
pletely. With  reference  to  his  ballot 
paper  being  turned  down  at  Cralg- 
darroch Hospital,  so  that  it  could 
not  be  seen  that  he  waa  a  Conserva- 
tive, he  said  that  the  paper  does  not 
say  wt^cb  party  the  candidate  belongs 
to. 

He  asked  the  people  to  go  into 
this  election  honestly,  and  look  for 
honest  men.  "If  you  elect  them 
honestly,  then  they  dare  not  be  any- 
thing but  honest,"  declared  the 
speaker,  amid  great  applause. 

Canon  Hlnchllffe  closed  bis  address 
with  an  appeal  to  the  electors,  but 
said  that  he  wished  to  quote  Capt 
Bruce  Balrnsfather's  "Ole  Bill":  "If 
you  think  the  Liberals  are  the  better 
'ole,  why  go  to  It"  The  conclusion 
of  Canon  Hinchliffe's.  address  waa 
greeted  with  hearty  applause^ '^_

The  next  speaker  was  introduced 
aa  "a  genuine  old  timer,"  Mr,  W.  W. 
Nortbcott.  He  also  was  very  warmly 
received,  and  in  a  brief  sutement  said 
that  if  elected,  he  would  work  for  the 
good  of  the  electors  to  the  best  of  his 
ability.  He  could  assure  them  that 
the  question  of  aid  to  municlpalitfes 
would  occupy  a  great  deal  of  his  at- 
tention. 

Mr:  Rosa  Sotberland 
Mr.  Ross  Sutherland  received  his 
full  share  of  applause,  and  said  that 
he  appeared*  before  the  electors  as 
a  business  man.  He  referred  to  the 
great  resources  of  British  Columbia, 
and  said  that  capital  was  wanted  to 
develop  them,  and  that  he  was  sure 
it  could  be  obuined.  He  declared 
amidst  laughter  that  he  had  not  ex- 
pected such  a  camaplgn  of  abuse  as 
that  to  which  they  had  been  subject- 
ed, but  remarked  that  in  the  last 
few  days  that  he  had  begun  to  like 
it,  as  he  now  found  that  it  waa  bring- 
ing in  votea      (Applause). 

He  condemned  the  Oliver  Govern- 
ment for  the  number  of  unemi>loyed 
men.  and  said  that-  they  had  failed 
entirely  to  meet  the  situation.  He 
stated  that  the  Government  had  start- 
ed work  in  the  Okanagan  country 
and  at  first  had  employed  600  men. 
Then  the  number  dwindled  to  300, 
and  tho  reason  for  that  was  that  con- 
ditions were  so  bad  men  would  not 
stay  there.  Mr,  Sutherland  said  that 
there  is  work  there  for  8.000  men. 

He  wished  to  assure  the  soldiers 
that  they  aTWays  would  have  his  sup- 
port Those  who  had  been  crippled 
and  broken  in  the  war.  and  their  de- 
pendants certainly  deserved  all  pos- 
sible support  and  considaratloa. 
Hi:  Alex.  Stewart 
Mr.  Alex.  Stewart  received  hearty 
applause  when  he  addressed  the 
meeting,  and  cald  that  he  did  not 
think  anyone  could  honestly  say  that 
the  Liberals  had  carried  out  any  of 
their  promises,  and  he  reminded  the 
electors  that  when  they  aend  anyone 
to  the  House  that  he  is  going  to 
spend  money.  "Don't  vbte  for  men," 
he  said,  "just  because  you  think  they 
are  good  enough  to  go  over  the  6ay. 
No,  vote  for  the  men  you  really  be- 
lieve are  the  best  qualified  to  fill  the 
positions."  Mr.  Stewart  declared  that 
the  Liberal  campaign  had  been  noth- 
ing but  misrepresentation.  He  said 
that  In  The  Vancouver  Province  of 
November  12th,  Mr.  Joseph  Martin  is 
reported  as  saying  that  "there  never 
had  been  such  a  corrupt  Government 
■in  British  Columbia  as  the  Oliver 
Government"  aad  no  one  knew  the 
Oliver  Government  better  than  Mr 
Martin. 

With  reference  to  Hon.  John  Hart's 
loan,  he  said  that  on  Friday  t<ie  ex- 
change was  14  1-8  per  cent,  and  that 
the  Government  will  pay  dearly  In 
three  years,  as  no  one  knows  what 
It  will  be  then,  when  the  loan  will 
have  to  t>e  renewed.  If  the  loan  had 
been  for  twenty  yeara,  he  said,  that 
would  have  been  better,  but  it  had 
taken  the  United  States  about  18  years 
to  recover  from  the  Civil  War.  and 
he  asked,  "can  Canada  do  much  hot- 
ter?" 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  sing- 
ing of  the  NaUonal  Anthem.  *

However.  Mr.  Myere     hoped     that 


there  would  be  a  food  repreaentation 
of  labor  in  the  Provincial  Iteciala* 
tore  after  next  '^edneaday.  There 
waa  no  help  for  the  working  people 
of  Brltiah  Columbia  from  either  Hon. 
John  Oliver  or  Mr.  W.  J.  Bovaet^, 
the  apeaker  thoufht.  The  preaent 
dlapute  between  thoae  two  gentlemen 
waa  a  very  wordy  and  mavnlflcent 
afCalr,  viewed  from  a  diatance;  but 
he  theusht  that  it  would  prove  to 
be,  at  oloaer  ranse,  a  rreat  tonsue- 
In-cheek  debate.  The  two  cham- 
piona  of  the  old  partiea,  aald .  Mr. 
Myera,  were  not  aeparated  by  any 
inaurmountable  barriera  of  belief. 
But  he  alncerely  believed  that  the 
Federated  Liabor  Party  atood  upright 
and  downright  on  a  platform  that 
honeatly  repreaented  all  the  workera 
of  the  Province,  whether  by  hand 
or  brain. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Macdonald,  one  of  the 
two  candldatee  of  the  party,  devoted 
aome  time  to  a  diacuaalon  of  the  true 
inwardneaa  of  the  attainment  by  Hon. 
John  Hart  to  the  poaltlon  of  Mln- 
later  of  Finance  in  the  Provincial 
Cabinet.  Mr.  Macdonald  alleged  that 
the  appointment  waa  the  price  paid 
by  the  late  Mr.  Brewater  for  the 
aupport  given  by  the  (oUowera  of  Mr. 
Hart  to  the  policy  which  had  even- 
tuated in  the  exemption  of  church 
property  from  taxation.  Mr.  Mac- 
donald promlaed  that  If  he  were 
elected  he  would  aerve  the  people 
of  Victoria  falthfally  in  the  Provtn- 
olal  Houae;  and  that  he  would  con- 
tinue to  be  aa  plain-spoken  thermae 
he  had  always  been  aa  a  private 
citlsen.

Vneonnd  Ftnanoe 
At  the  aame  time,  aald  Mr.  Peirce, 

^eapite  the  waatage  of  war  and  the 
dlaorganlsation  of  production  conse- 
quent upon  the  war,  there  waa  an 
ample  amount  of  wealth  in  the  world 
to  aupply  everyone  with  enough  of 
the  neceealtlea  of  exiatence.  There 
aurely  must  be  aome  remedy  for  the 
preaent  diaoontent.  There  must  be 
aome  way  open  to  humanity  by  which 
decent  ideals  of  human  progreaa 
could  be  realised.  He  thought  the 
platform  •  of  the  party  which  had 
nominated  him  ahowed  the  direction 
which  ahould  be  taken. 

Ooremment  finance  In  all  etvilixed 
countrlea  waa  unaoond,  thought  Mr. 
P^iroc;  whether  it  waa  die  finance 
of  nationa,  of  provincea,  or  of  citiea. 
It  waa  all  built  oa  a  basia  of  eternal 
borrowing-  That  borrowing  could 
not  go  on  for  erer.  Communities 
would  be  forced  In  the  end  to  the 
poeltion  of  the  bankrupt  individual, 
and  then  they  would  hear  the  un- 
pleasant word,  "repudiation."  uaed  aa 
a  commonplace  of  practical  politica. 

Meanwhile,  Mr.  Peirce  waa  Inter- 
eated  to  note  that  all  Hon.  John 
Oliver  had  gleaned  from  the  preaent 
aituation  o%  Provincial  finance  waa 
the  profound  conviction  that  it  waa 
mighty  good  buaineas  to  go  on  bor- 
rowing.

When  my  old  friend  Blatter  called 
at  the  oRice  to  aee  me,  the  other  day, 
I  had  not  met  him  for  aeveral  m^eMm 
theretofore;  and  I  was  altogether  un-  I  in  doubtlew  far  from'  beins  what   it 


to  be  desired  In  the  article  of  quantity 
namely,  my  other  sock.  I  have  no 
complaint  to  make  ae,to  the  shirt.    It 


prepared  for  the  startling  clianire  I 
Instantly  noted  in  his  bearing.  The 
matter  I  refer  to  is  too  intimate  and 
personal  for  detaUed  publication:  I 
may  only  hint  at  it  by  say  ins;  that 
Blattef  seemed  to  be  a  stricken  man. 
It  Is  true  that  he  attempted  for  a 
minute  or  two  to  maintain  a  pretence 
of  the  old-time  raillery  and  provoc- 
ative Invective,  ^pecIaUy  when,  in 
reference  to  the  fact  that  he  chanced 
to  And  me  engaged  in  writing  a  politi- 
cal platform  for  the  use  of  the  Editor, 
he  said  that  he  wa«  glad  to  see  that 
someone  was  making  use  of  my 
talents  at  last.  But  it  was  only  a  pre- 
tence. It  was  too  evident,  alas!  that 
my  much-tried  friend  had  bjcen  dealt 
another  unmitigated  staggerer  at  the 
hands  of  his  implacable  fates;  and 
while  I  am  forbidden,  as  I  say,  to  re- 
veal the  extent  of  the  injuries,  spirit- 
ual and  Intellectual,  he  had  suffered, 
I  am  not  similarly  bound  to  silence  as 
to  the  cause. 

Blatter  told  me,  then;  that  the  re- 
sult of  the  recent  Prohibition  Plebis- 
cite had  been  a  terrible  blow  to  him. 
For  a  whole  week  following  the  an- 
nouncement of  that  result.  Blatter 
said,  he  had  done  little  save  open  and 
acknowledge  the  thousands  of  letters 
of  congratulation,  written  by  Govern- 
ment Controllers  in  all  parts  of  the 
Province,  who  said  that  they  desired 
to  thank  him  for  that  he  had  been  the 
orRanizor  of  one  of  the  most  notable 
victories  for  the  liberty  of  the  subject 
recorded  in  British  annals  since  the 
Introduction  of  the  Star  Chamber.  It 
seemed  that  Blatter  had  written  a 
trenchant  article  in  favor  of  Prohibi- 
tion^TT^whUe  thn  Kdltnr  hart-hla  Jiack 
turned,  of  course — and  that  this  effort, 
naturally,  had  rallied  the  wavering 
foAes  at  the  Controllers,  who  had 
been  borne  to  victory,  as  it  were,  on 
the  irresiHtible  tide  of  Blatter's  elo- 
quence for  the  other  side. 

Editorial  Humanity 

This  was  b(Ld  enough,  from  Blatter's 
point  of  view,  ,but  much  worse  was  to 
follow.  What  followed,  it  seemed, 
was  that  in  the  second  week  following 
the  plebiscite  the  Prohibitionists  came 
to;  and  the  Aral  thing  that  several 
thousands  of  them  did  was  to  write  to 
Blatter  and  say  that  if  all  their  op- 
ponents had  been  as  honorable  and 
candid  as  Blatter  had  been,  no  doubt 
the  situation  then  would  be  still  more 
hopeless  than  It  actually  was.  Blatter 
said  that  he  offered  the  letters  to  the 
Editor,  to  be  used  as  a  serial  at  re- 
duced rates,  after  "The  Marriage  of 
Anne"  had  run  Its  feverish  course; 
but  that  the  Editor  had  been  very 
huffy  about  it,  and  had  said  that  he 
would  see  Blatter  somewhere  that  I 
know  for  a  fact  the  Editor  never 
mentions  except  when  he  reads  the 
proofs  of  his  own  editorials.  I  told 
Blatter  that  it  was  his  own  fault,  be- 
cause he  had  not  tried  kindness  with 
the  Editor;  and  that  there  was  no 
doubt  that  Editors  had  their  human 
Ride;  and  beneath  their  bleeding  e;c- 
terlors  they  hid  yarm  hearts  from 
the  keen  and  sympathetic  eyes  of 
their  subordinates 

But  Blatter  was  not  to  be  drawn  by 
what  he  called  my  silly  persiflage. 
He  said  that  if  I  did  not  know  a 
tragedy  in  real. life  when  I  saw  one 
I  should  probably  wind  VP  ■'■  ^ 
scenario  'writer  for  the  movies.  He 
said  that  the  tragedy  in  his  case  was 
that,  BO  far  as  the  trenchant  article 
was  concerned.  Blatter  could  only  say 
that  not  only  did  he  now  fail  to  recall 
what  'he  had  meant  by  it  at  the  time, 
but  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief  he  never  had  known  what  he 
meant  by  it;  and  It  was  a  deplorable 
commentary  on  the  intelligence  of  the 
reading  public  that  they  failed  to 
recognize  a  piece  of  flrst-class  edi- 
torial writing'  when  they  saw  it. 
Honorublo  Ck>ndact 

For  the  rest.  Blatter  said  that  his 
conduct  in  the  great  debate  had  been 
consistent  all  through.  Nothing  had 
so  much  become  him  in  it,  ho  said,  as 
his  manner  of  leaving  it;  and  when  I 
asked  him  what  he  thought  he  meant 
by  that  sort  of  drivel,  he  replied  that 
he  meant,  of  course,  that  h«  had  voted 
for  Prohibition.  He  said  that  it  was 
uselcGB  for  him  to  deny  to  me — who 
had  known  him  all  his  life—that  he 
had  rtevcr  drawn  a  sober  breath  for 
the  last  thirty  years.  That  being  so, 
and  further  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  all  the  Government  Controllers, 
on  their  own  showing,  were  life-long 
total  abstainers,  he  had  accepted  the 
obligations  of  a  gentleman  and  a  dip- 
somaniac, and  had  voted  the  straight 
Prohibition  ticket.  He  said  that  ho 
further  indicated  his  intentions  to  the 
election  ofhccrs  by  writing  the  thir- 
tieth quatrain  6f  Omar  Khayyam  at 
the  bottom  of  hia  ballot 

Blotter,  however,  had  not  come 
Into  my  ofllco  to  waste  his  few  short, 
precious  moments  in  listening  to  my 
banalities,  he  said.  (Blatter  revealed 
himself  in  that  touch  as  the  great 
Journalist  he  undoubtedly  was  at  one 
time;  for  I  solemnly  affirm  that  I  had 
only  opened  my  mouth  twice  during 
our  conversation,  as  I  suffer  with 
•hortness  of  breath  when  listening  to 
other  people.)  What  Blatter  felt  vaa 
that  he  probably  would  not  trouble 
any  of  us  very  much  longer;  and  what

lying  near  the  head  of  the  Portland 
Canal.  From  there  going  up  Bear 
River,  tunnelling  under  the  glaciers 
at  the  divide  into  the  Naaa  Valley. 
This  road  will  ultimately  reach  Ed- 
monton, m  Alberta,  on  Its  way, 
Uaverslng  the  Caselar.  Omineca  and 
goace  River  districts,  roughly  pro- 
ceeding along  this  £6  degrees  lati- 
tude to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Fort  8t 
John,  a  post  close  to  the  eastern  side 
line  of  'British  Columbia.  From  there 
it  drops  slightly  to  Dunvegan,  and 
4own  alottf  the  present  MacArthxir 
road  to  ita  goal,  this  last  piece  of 
roadbed  now  constituting  part  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  system. 

The  Mann  charter  la  called  the 
Canadian  Northeastern .  Railway,  and 
Waa  intended  to  connect  at  Edmon- 
ton with  all  the  other  transcontinen- 
tal systems  already  centreing  there. 
By  his  associates  It  was  dubbed 
*aCann'e  Folly,"  but  events  are  Justi-  . 
Qring  his  persptcaeity. 

Stays  In  Canada 

Also  this  same  Canadian  North- 
•attern  Railway  offers  a  terminal 
port  on  Canadla^n  soil,  rather  than 
grlginally  at  Fort  Wrangel,  in 
Alaska,  for  the  Yukon  line  to  be 
built  from  Telegraph  Creek,  on  the 
0tlklne  Rlvor,  proposed  to  be  coiv- 
•tructed  to  Dawson,  formerly  com- 
menced by  MacKensle  and  Mann  dur- 
li^g  the  earlier  gold  rush  to  that 
northern  territory,  but  likely  yet  to 
bo  necossary  to  tap  the  vaat  mineral 
wealth  lying  dormant  wUhln  the 
Arctic  Circle. 

Now  that  the  Federal  Government 
at  Ottawa  haa  seml-mitiqnalisedi  the 
railways  of  Can»4l|  by«  acquiring 
•everal  gystems.  mutil^,  IM  Canadian 
NorthSfB,  Grand  1'runk  Pacific  and 
Chrand  Trunk,  they*  refuse  to  uWe 
more  charters  fo(  any  outside  rail- 
iray  conatmctloa, '  thereby  allowing

[N  April  ig;  1900,  Superintendent 
Z.  T.  Wood  took  over  the  com- 
mand of  the  Yukon  from  Super- 
intendent A.  B.  Perry,  who  was 
recalled  for  duty  in  the  Ter- 
ritories.^ 

_  Prom  the  date  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Herchmer's  appointment  as  officer  command- 
ing the  and  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles  until 
August,  1900,  Assistant  Commissioner  J.  H. 
Mclllree  was  in  command  of  the  force,  but 
on  August  I  Colonel  Herchmer,  who  had 
been  granted  three  months'  sick  leave  from 
South  Africa  and  who  h^d  consequently 
handed  over  the  command  of  the  2nd  Can- 
adian Mounted  Rifles' to  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Evans,  was  retired  from  the  command  of  the 
Northwest  Mounted  Police,  which  he  had  so 
ably  commanded  from  1886,  Superintendent 
Perry* being  appointed  in  his  stead  and  as- 
suming command  on  August  18,  1900, 

Commissioner  Perry  joined  the  North- 
west Mounted  Police  in  1883,  being  a 
graduate  of  the  1880  (ist>  class  of  the  Royal 
Military  College,  Kingston.  After  graduting 
from  the  Royal  Military  College,  and  before 
being  appointed  to  the  Northwest  Mounted 
Police,  he  served  in  the  Royal  Engineers,  to 
which  corps  he  was  appointed  on  leaving  the 
College. 

As  soon  as  practicable  the  new  commis- 
sioner inspected  the  p^sts  at  Calgary.  Fort 
Saskatchewan,  Macleod,  Lethbrldge,  Maple 
Cr^ek  and  Prince  Albert,  in  prder  to  obtain 
totich  of  the  force  in  the  Territories,  from 
which  he  had  been,  absent  for  some  time  on 
dutpr  in  the  Yukon  Territory.  He  fouhd  the 
divisions  short-handed  and  somewhat  dis- 
organized owing  to  the  number  of  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  who  had 
been  permitted  to  proceed  on  active  service 
in  South  Africa.  A  large  pe^-centage  In  each 
division  consisted  of  recruits  from  whom  the 
same  work  could  not  be  expected  as  from 
trained  and  experienced  men.  He,  however, 
found  all  ranks  anxious  to  do  their  best  un^er 
the'  circumstances  and  proud  to  have  tlieir 
corps  represented  on  the  South  African  veldt. 

The  condition  of  the  horses  was  not 
satisfactory,  and  for  the  same  reason.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-five  pkked  animals  had 
been  sold  to  the  Militia  Department  for 
<South  African  service.  This  loss,  out  of  a 
total  strength  of  568,  could  not  but  cripple 
the  force  somewhat.  A  large  percentage  was 
unfit  for  further  service,  and  these  were  sold 
as  fast  as  suitable  remounts  could  be  pur- 
chased. 

During  the  whol©  perio«i  of  the  war  the 
force  carried  dut  its  duties  under  tremendous 
di^culties,  and  to  those  who  know  the  ci^' 
cumstances,  it  is  a  matter  of  wonder  that  the 
polie*  work  was  |»«rformed  as  efficiently  as 
It  was.  It  wlif  t>ad  enough  for  the  force  to  be 
compelled  to  use  so  large. a  percentage  of  re- 
cruits, but  it  must  be  remembered  that  these 
recruits  were  ilotjiB  efficiently  trained  as  in 
former  times  bWIng  to  the  permanent  in- 
structors at  the  depot  being  showed  to 
volunteer  for  the  front. 

On  November  30,  1900, rfhe  strength  was: 
Northwest  Territories,  24  officers,  79  non- 
commissioned officers  and  417  constables. 
Yukon  Territory,  10  officers,  ly  non-c^mis' 
skmed  officers  and  ,  .ao/  constables.  South 
AlHct,  17  officers.  43  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers kM  loa  constables.  The  commissioner 
cstlmttted  that,  on  the  return  of  the  con- 
tingents in  South  AfHcii  and  the  discharge  of 
ali  special  constables,  the  strengtw  would 
stand  on  February  i,  1901,  at  850.  The 
Northwest  Territories  were  divided  into 
eight  districts  in  which  there  were  71  de- 
taolinents  or  bntposU.  * 

II  i^  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  no 
startling  increase  of  crime  in  the  Territories, 
and  that  the  state  of  the  r,>nutry,  from  m 
police  point  of  view,  was  verr  satisfactory. 
Daring  the  y«ar  9^  convictions  were  ob- 
tained out  of  i,3<i  cases  entered,  about  ji 
per  otot,  wMch  m  •itself  \%  exceptional,  all 
things  eontidercd. 

During  iQoo  His  Excellency  the  Oov- 
emor-Gcneral,  accompanied  ^  by  Her  Excel- 
lency the  Countess  of  M into,  their  family  and 
nahc,  mad«  an  extended  official  vish  vbrough 


was  wretched  juat  before  starting,  and  the 
trip  was  abandoned  by  Her  Excellency  and 
family.  His  Excellency,  accompanied  by  a 
small  sUff  and  the  escort,  left  Batoche  on  a 
Sunday  and  reached  Fort  Qu'Appellt  on  the 
follovinng  Saturday  night,  having  traveled 
200  miles.  It  snowed  and  rained  alternately, 
rendering  the  trails  very  bad.  and  increasing 
tremendously  the  work  of  the  horses. 

.u  9" /".'''*'  *'  Qu'Appelle  His  Excellency 
thanked  the  escort  and  directed  the  follow- 
mg  order  to  be  published: 

,  "His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
wishes  to  express  his  great  satisfaction  with 
the  escort  supplied  to  him  from  Depot  Divi- 
sion. The  escort  accompanied  him  through  a 
very  trymg  march,  during. which  His  Excel- 
Icncjr  was  impressed  by  their  smartness  and 
efficiency,  and  he  also  wishes  to  thank  all 
ranks  for  the  trouble  they  toSk  to  secure  his 
comfort." 

In  commemoration  of  his  visit,  th^'Ciov- 
Crnor-General,  on  his  returrt  to  Ottawa,  for- 
warded to  the  commissioner  a  number  of 
gold  pins,  one  of  which  was  given  to  each 
member  of  his  escort. 

During,  the  year  a  gross  injustice  to  the 
force  was  righted.  After  the  close  of  the 
Riel  Rebellion  of  1885  medals  for  the  cam- 
paign were  handed  out  promiscously,  but 
contrary  to  the  practice  in  dealing  with 
Militia  and  Permanent  Forces,  the  members 
of  the  Northwest  Mounted  Police  who 
served  in  the  campaign,  but  who  did  not  hap- 
pen to  be  under  fire,  did  not  receive  the 
medal,  and  it  was  not  until  1900,  when  some 
were  serving  in  South  Africa,  that  this  in- 
vidious distinction  was  wiped  out. 

In  April,  1900.  a  census  of  the  Yukon  Ter- 
ritory was  taken  by  the  police,  and  a  school 
census  was  taken  in  the,  month  of  August. 
The  order  for  the  first,  coming,  as  it  did,  at 
the  season  of  the  year  when  traveling  was 
most  difficult,  was  carried,  out  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  In  the  Yukon  Territory, 
where  the  people  were  scattered  over  the 
country  on  claims,  this  duty  involved  con- 
siderable traveling,  and  owing  to  the  short 
notice  given  to  complete  the  census,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  a 
lew^civilians  in  cerUin  districts. 

The  total  populatfon,  including  Indians, 
at  the  time  of  census     taking     v/as     1)6,463; 
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Northwest  Territories,  was  held  up  atr^kag- 
way  for  some  consideral^le  time  on  account 
of'  this,  but  eventually  got  across  with  dog 
teams. 

During  the  year  .  there  wrere  tWiinty 
steamboats  plying  between  Dawson  and 
White  Horse. .  They  made  aoo  trips  to 
White  Horse  and  199  trips  to  Dawson.  The 
total  number  of  passengers  taken  in  from 
White  Horse  was  4.064/^  whilst  the  number 
taken  out  was  5,465;  i3»S83  tons  of  freight 
were  taken  down  the  river  by  steamer. 

On  the  Dawson-St.  Michael*  route  ihere 
were  thirty-two  steamers,  including  tttg 
boats.  They  carried  about  13,191  tons  of 
freight  In  addition,  thcre^were  about  500 
scows,  which  carried  freight  estimated  at 
5,000  tons  .  '' 

In  former  years  the  class  of  goods  ship- 
ped into  the  Yukon  was  mostly  of  American 
manufacture,  but  from  this  time  oh  it  was 
generally  estimated  that  between  75  per  cent 
and  80  per  cent  was  Canadian. 

The  important  duty  of  collecting  mining 
royalties  was  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
Dawson  Division,  and  every  care  and  atten- 
'  tijon  was  exercised.  For  this  purpose  the 
division  was  subdivided  into  six  districts, 
with  corporals,  or  constables,  in  charge  of 
each.  The  total  amount  of  royalties  CoUc<Xted 
was  $914,075.08.  This  duty  was  one  #ving 
the  police  an  enormous  amount  of  work,*  as 
the  minej-s  would  not  give'  up  royalties^ini^gs _ 
made  to  do  so,  and  it  was  only  by  constant 
watchfulness  on  the  part  of  all  ranks  that 
the  above  result  was  obtained. 

On  August  II,  1900,  the  first  deaths  in  the 
ranks  of  the  Yujcon  force,  through  misadven- 
ture, occurred.  On  that  date  Regimental  No. 
2659,  Co^oral  Johnson,  and  Regimental  No. 
3664,  Constable  O'Brien,  then  stationed  at 
Tagish,were  in  a  canoe  paddling  around  in 
elope  proximity  to  the  police  wharf.  Through 
some  unaccountable'  cause,  their  canoe  sud- 
denly upset;  they  shouted  for  help,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  men  who  were  on  shore  imme- 
diately pulled  out  to  their  rescue,  but  unfor- 
tunately too  late,  both  men  having  sunk, 
probably  being  numbed  by  the  ^xtremehr  cold 
water.  In  an  endeavor  to  recover  the  oodies, 
nets  were  stretched  across  the  river,  but  they 
were  not  recovered  until  early  in  September, 
when  thie  poor  fellows  were  buried  with 
military  honors  at  Tagish.    . 

During  the  year  crimes  of  a  serious 
nature,  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  seemed  to 
b&on  the  increase.  In  this  period  five  mur- 
ders and  one  case  of  manslaughter  occurred, 
but  of  these  six  serious  crimes     four  of  the 


trace  of  the  missing  men,  bu^  without  suc- 
cess. This  occasioned  suspicion  of  foul  play, 
as  Mr.  CUyson  was  known  .to  have  a  laigu 
amount  of  cash  on  his  person, 

^veral  days  prior  to  the  receipt  of  th« 
wire,  referring  to  the  disap(>earance  of  this 
party,  a  descnption  had  been  received  st 
Five  Fingers  of  two  men,  00c  named  George 
O'Brien  and  the  other  unlcnown,  who  were 


with  a  sort  of  apology,  as  it  had  three  nicks 
in  it,  one  at  the  top  ot  the  edge  by  itself,  and 
two  together  at  the  t)pttQ|n.*'  (It  was  proven 
that  this  *axe  was  the  one  used  for  dearinf  a 
view  from  O'Brien^s  csmp  to  the  river  at  ^e 
place  where  the  murder  was  committed). 

A  sergeant  from  Tagish  also  deposed  that 
the  money  discovered  on  O'Brien  when  ni^ 
rested,  and  some  $2,000  found    in  a    secret

murderers  were  captured  and  the  man*  found 
guilty  of  manslaughter,  was  duly  sentenced.

wanted  for  robbing  caches  near  Fort  Selkiric 
When  their  tent  was  finally  located,  at  a 
*point  about  five  miles  south  from  Minto, 
these  two  men  had  disappeared,  leaving  the 
tent  standing,  the  camp  having  been  pitched 
off  the  trail,  back  in  the  timber,  evidently 
with  the  intention  of  concealment  from  the 
passing  public.  v' 

Suspicion  pointed  to  these  men  being  im- 
plicated in  the  i^ystertous  disappearance  of 
Olsen.  Clayson  and  Relpe.  ^^ 

OnJatkUary  6,  1900,  a  xtfan  was  observed 
from  the  Tagish  post  as  being  in  difficulties 
on  the  river,  and  steps  were  immediately 
taken  to  go  to  his  rescue.  On  being  ques- 
tioned^ the  man  gave  his  name  as  George 
O'Brien,  but  otlwrwise  no  information  could 
be  got  from  him  at  ail.  On  his  person  were 
found  several  notes  of  large  denomination  as 
well  as  a  peculiarly  shaped  nugget,  which 
looked  as  if  it  had  been  a  flat  piece  of  gold, 
five  portions  of  the  edge  having  been  by  some 
means  bent  over  till  they  nearly,  met,  some- 
what like  a  very  fat  banfl,  with  thumb  and 
fingers  bent  towards  the  palm;  enclosed 
loosely  in  the  fingers,  but  so  thst  it  would 
not  drop  out,  was  a  smaller  piece  of  gold. 
The  nugget  was  afterwards  proved  to  nave 
belonged  to  Clayson.  As  the  man  was 
wanted,  as  stated  before,  for  robbing  caches, 
he  was  taken  befor  the  officer  commanding 
at  Tagish  and  sentenced  to  six  months'  hard 
labor. 

In  the  meantime,  enquiry  viras  being  made 
in  regard  to  the  missing  men,  descriptions  of 
whom  had  been  circulated  throughout  the 
country,  together  with  lists  of  the  aitides 
they  were  known  to  have  in  their  possession 
at  the  time  of  their  departure  for  the  outside. 

In  February  a  police  detective  from  Daw- 
son recognized  O'Brien  as  a  prisoner  who 
had  recently  done  two  >«ar8  in  goal  there  for 
theft,  and  during  the  Summer  of  1900  the 
remains  of  Olsen,  Clayson  and  Relpe  were 
recovered  from  the  river,  it  being  dearly 
settled  that  the  three  unfortunate  men  had 
been  shot  and  killed  and  >  their  bodies  put 
through  the  ice,  for  bullet  wounds  in  cor- 
responding places  were  found  in  each  of  the 
three  bodies. 

Previous  to  the  recovery  of  the  i>odies, 
the  police  had  been  searching  the  river  banks, 
and  on  coming  opposite  to  O'Brien's  camp, 
south  of  Minto,  it  was  discovered  that  what 
appeared  to  be  some  heavy  objects  had  been 
dragged  from  the  camp  to  a  hole  on  the  ice  in 
the  river. 

In  making  a  careful  search  of'ihe  camp, 
some  spots  of  blood  were  found,  and  by 
making  careful  measurements  from  the  only 
position  near  the  camp,  which  commanded  a 
view  of  the  river,  down  which  any  travelers 
would  pass,  the  position  of  •the  murderer  was 
located  and  the  whole  scene  reenacted.  It 
was  estal>lishcd  then  that  the  mufderer  had 
ordered  up  the  travelers,  one  by  one,  his  ac- 
complice tying  them  up  and  that  they  had 
been  shot  as  they  lay  on  the  ground.  A  fur- 
ther search  of  the  camp  revealed  several 
articles,  such  as  a  key  which  fitted  a  drawer 
in  Clayson's  office  m  Seattle;  a  curious  coin. 
Imown  to  have  been  a  sort  of  mascot  of 
Relfe's.  whilst  in  the  ashes  of  a  fire,  beskle 
the  camp,  were  found  buttons  and  other  fit- 
tings of  garments  with  marks  on  them, 
which  rendered  them  easy  of  identification. 

The  ^al  finally  came  off  In  Jtme,  1901, 
and  there  were  a  tremendons  number  of  ex- 
hibits. The  prosecution  was  conducted  by 
F.  C.  Wade.  Esq.,  Q.C..  the  judge  being  very 
complimenury  io  the  police  for  the  manner 
in  which,  the  case  had  been  handled  through- 
out. Space  does  not  permit  the  giving  of 
many  of  the  deUils,  but  mention  mast  be 
made  of  the  important  evidence,  not  already 
related,  which  was  given  by  a  quarter-master 
sergeant  from  Dawson  and  a  prisoaer,  who 
had  undergone  sentence  at  the  same  tkBe  aa 
O'Brien. 

The  sergeant  testified  as  to  O'Brien's 
former  term  of  iotpisonment,  and  Ihcn  relat- 
ing what  took  place  at  his  release,  said-  *! 
J?Sf5  .  **f ?^  .  practicaUy  everythin|f '  of 
OBrien's,  his  dog,  revolver.  riHe,  sicd,  tent, 
and  BO  on,  but  could  not  £nd  his  axe.  I  told 
hhn  about  H,  and  he  sai4  he  did  not  care  so 
long  as  he  had  one  that  coold  cat  So  I  had 
a  spM<e  one  w«tt  giowid  and  fave  k  to  hhn  | 


hiding  place,  under  the  steel  of  the  sled  run- 
ner, were  discovered  to  be  part  of  sums  car- 
ried by  Clayson  and  Relpe,  and  the  curious 
nugget  was  also  identified. 

The*  final  witness  was  a  "Bowery  tough,** 
who  had  been  doing  time  with  O'Brien  in 
1898.  and  who  depose4  that  wheU  he  and 
O'Brien  were  in  prison  together,  O'Brien  had 
suggested  to  him  that  when  they  both  got 
free  they  should  go  up  the  river,  selecting  a 
lonely  spot,  and  there  camp,  lying  in  wait  ior 
men  comjng  up  from  Dawson  with  moneyi 
put  them  out  of  the  way,  i^nd  dispose  of  the 
bodies  under  the  ice,  where  they  would  be 
taken  to  the  sea  b^  the  current,  or  ground  to 
pieces  by  the  ice,  in  the  Spring. 

At  the  trial  it  was  also  proved  that  the 
bullets  which  killed  these  three  unfortunate 
men  were  of  the  same  calibre  'as  those  used 
in  O'Brien's  rifle  and  revolver. 

The  trial  came  to  a  conclusion  on  Juno 
21,  i9qi,  a  verdict  of  "Guilty"  beteg  returned 
by  the  jury  after  half  an  hour's  consideration, 
O'Brien  waa  duly  .sentenced  to  death  and 
was  hanged  on  August  23.        ,v ;  :...;v^. , 

So  ended  Canada's  most  costly  and     per- 
haps most  famous  criminal  trial.    The    case 
attracted   world-wide  attention,     and     great  .^ 
satisfaction  was  expressed  by  all  at  the  out- 
come.

Output  and  Hours 

FROM  the  report  on  Factories  and  Work- 
shops it  appears  that  the  introdu<;tion 
of  the  eight-h^ur  day  has  in  some  cases  led  to 
no  loss  of  production,  whilst  leading  to  great 
Improvement  in  the  matter    of  time-keeping, 
which  must  tend  to  the  more  regular  and  pro- 
fitable conduct  of  the  factory.    The  trades  in 
which  output  has  not    suffered  are    mainly 
those  involving  great  exertion     or  constant 
alertness  on  the  part  of  the  workman,    but  ' 
where  production  depends  almost  entirely  on 
the  spMd  of  the  n]^chinery  as  in  spinning,  it 
is  stated  that    the  fall    in  output    has  been 
nearly  in  proportion  to'the  reduction  in  hours. 
There  is,  however,  somfc    indirect    ^idence 
that  this  falling-off  can    be  elfhiinated    by  a 
suitable  increase  in  so-calle4  "n(»|)[roductive" 
section  of  theifcUff.    Thus  at  a  iHk  spinning 
and  weaving  factory  when  the  hours  of  work 
were  reduced  from  49  to  44  per  week  the  out- 
put actually  rqse.    In  this  case  careful  records 
were  kept  of  each  machine  and  worker,  and 
any  deficiency  in  individual  output  closely  in- 
vestigated.   ThiH  often  brought  io  light  slight 
defects  in  the  machinecy    and    also  demoi»- 
stra^ed  the  fact  that  temperature  had  a  con- 
siden^le  influence  on  production.    Moreover, 
it  was  found  that  certain    workers  were  not 
fitted  to  the  work  on  which    they  were  en- 
gaged, but  made  good  when  transferred  to" 
other  duties.    This  plan  of  fitting  the  job  to 
the  workman  instead  of  the  workman  to  tha 
job  appears  to  have  t>een  first  systentatically 
practised  by  that  remarkable  genius  the  late 
P.  W.  Taylor,  who  is  reported    to    have  said 
that  whilst  he  had  no  use  for  any  but  a  first- 
class  operative  he  had  yet  to  meet  with  the 
man  who  did  not  prove  first-cUss  at  some  kind 
of  woric— Engineering,  London.

The  Smallest  Province 


SET  like  a  gem  in  ii^^  Gulf  of  St  Law- 
rence is  the  tiny  Province  of  Prince  Ed- 
'ward  Island.  In  the  Summer  tourists  from 
many  parts  Vf  the  world  visit  it,  and  ia 
imagination  we  may  share  their  pleasure. 

We  shall  see  no  grancf  mountains,  no 
glaciera,  no  splendid  caUracts,  ))or  any 
magnificent  forests.  >Vidc  prairies  and  high 
wind  swept  heaths  do  not  invite  to  long 
rambles.  And  yet  the  island  is  very  lovely. 
Shaped  lik^  %  crescent  it  lieA  in  the  boMm 
of  the  waters,  which,  creeping  in,  have  found 
their  way  through  the  loft  sandstone  that 
tmderlies  the  bright  red  soil.  From  early 
Spring  to  Autumn  the  grass  is  a  vivid  green. 
Almost  evervwhere  the  blue  water  is  in  sight 
^  aa  the  traveler  drives  along.  ~ 
^  Here  and  there  red  cliffs  rise  from  the 
ed|fes  of  tiie  bavs  or  the  gulf  shore,  but  more 
commonly  the  low  grassv  banki  slope  gently 
up  from  the  smooth  sand  over  which-  the  tide 
ebbs  and  flows.  Here  children  may  safely 
play  in  the  kmg  Summer  afternoons,  or  watch 
the  fishermen's  boats  as  they  carry  the  crew 
to  the  deep  sea  outside  the  bar.  In  the  long 
seaweed  are  lurking  places  of  the  lobster, 
while  oyster  beds  yield  their  treasures  to  the 
'  afroag-armed  fishermen.  The  warm  water  In- 
vkea  the  awimmer,  and  children  may  paddle 
aad  spUah  to  their  hearta*  content 

A  wilder  scene  may  be  seen  at  more  than 
one  place  on  the  north  shore,  where  wind 
and  wave  have  piled  up  the  sand  into  dunes, 
against  whkh  the  breakers  daah  their  sorf- 
crowned  heada.

^  for  the  hardy  and  vigorous.  Aa  one  turns  in- 
wan)  from  the  sea,  the  air  is  sweet  with  ^e 
acent  of  clover,  white  and  red.

Even  a  blinding  snowstorm  only  'af~ 
fords  opportunitv  for  reading  and  merriment 
as  members  of  the  family  and  near  neighbors 
gather  In  the  warm,  brightly  lighted  rooms. 

Though  farming  is,  and  always  must  be, 
the  chief  occupation  of  the, people  who  live  in 
the  Garden  of  the  Gulf,  it  has  recently  been 
proved  that  valuable  furs  can  be  made  one 
of  its  products.

IT  is  not  quite  proper  to  class  these  two 
great  forces  as  two  of  Nature's  fairies, 
rather  theyt  should  be  described  as  two  of 
Nature's  giants,  because  the  forces  they  ex- 
ercise and  the  results  of  their  operations  are 
so  vast  that  they  have  little  in  common  with 
'  the  gentler  forces  of"  Nature,  such  as  rain  and 
«un§hine,  air  and  light.  But  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  point  out  that  the  results  achieved  by 
the  gentler  forces  are  no  less  stupendous  and 
vast,  but  they  are  brought  about  more  slowly 
and  gradually  by  the  assistance  of  lime,  while 
earthquakes  and  volcanoes  do  their  great 
work  in  a  few  instants,  or  at  most,  in  a  few 
minutes. 

The  wor^  volcano  is  derived  from  Vul- 
can, who  was  the  Roman  god  of  fire,  and  it 
was  first  applied  to  those  islands  off  the 
southern  end  of  Italy,  now,  Icnown  aa  the 
Lipari  Islands,  where  sorate  of  the  most 
violent  volcanoes,  such  as  Strpmboli  and 
Etna  are  situated. 

A  volcano  is  generally  a  cone-shaped 
mountain,  having  at  its  top  a  crater,  or  large 
opening,  which  is  the  mouth,  or  vent  of  a 
great  tube  that  leads  up  from  the  bowels  of 
the  earth  and  through  whjch,  during  an  erup- 
tion,  fire  and  nfolten  rock  (Uva),  together 
with  great  volumes  of  steam  and  other  gases, 
Are  poured  forth.  All  known  volcaxioes  are 
situated  quite  close  to  the  sea,  though' there 
are  some  regions  in  which  there  are  faint  in- 
dications of  volcanic  action  situated  at  some 
distance  inland.  Such  are  the  Yellowstone 
Park,  in  North  America,  and  the  central 
plains  of  France. 

The  Pacific  Ocean  may  be  said  to  be 
girdled  by  a  ring  of  volcanoes,  and  all  Over 
its  surface  volcanic  islands  are  to  be  found. 
Commencing  in  the  far  south  at  Cape  Horn, 
volcanoes  are  found,  and  they  extend  in  an^ 
almost  unbroken  chain  known  as  the  Andes, 
through  Chile,  Peru  and  Bolivia,  right  up  to 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  Thence  they  are 
continued  on  through  Mexico,  into  Cali- 
fornia, and  up  through  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, almost  into  British  Columbia.  Here, 
however,  there  is  a  break  in  the  chain,  which 
commences  a^ain  in  Alaska  and  runs  "  for 
some  1,600  miles  in  the  Aleutian  Islands,  al- 
most across  into  Asia.  On  the  Asiatic  side 
volcanoes  are  to  be"  found  in  Japan  and  Kara- 
schatka,  and  further  south  in  Formosa, 
whence  it  is  no  gneat  distance  to  the  Malayan 
Archipelago,  where,  especially  in  Java  and 
Sumatra  and  the  neighboring  islands,  some 
of  the  most  violent  volcanoes  exist  One  of 
the  greatest  eruptions  recorded  in  history 
occurred  in  1883,  when  Krakatoa,  an  island 
in  the  Straits  of  Sunda,  blew  itself  all  to 
pieces  and  destroyed  a  great  many  towns 
and  villages  in  the  vicinity,    with  i  loss    of 


many  thousands  of  lives.  From  the  Malay 
Archip^ago  there  is  another  break  in  the 
chain  of  volcanoes,  which  reappear  again  in 
an  active  form  in  New  Zealand.  Tl)ere  is  no 
land  between  New  Zealand  and  Cape  Horn, 
but  it  is  possible' and  probable  that  the  bot- 
tom of  the  great  ocean  that  stretches  be- 
tween the  two  has  more  than  ope  volcano 
disturbing  its  peace. 

In  Europe  tibe  volcanic  region  is  almost 
confined  to  the  sYlores  of  'the  Mediterranean, 
and  there  is  a  very  active  volcano*  Hecla,  in 
the  far  north  of  Iceland, ^J:;^*    "' 

Part  of  the  great  chain' of  volcanoes  that 
we  have  spoken  of  as  existing  on  the  eastern 
shpre  of  the  Pacific,  passes  not  far  from  Vic- 
toria, and  one  of  its  pj^s  forms  a  prominent 
point  in  our  scenery.  Mount  Baker,  in 
Washington,-  which  is  clearly  seen  on  any 
fine  4sy,.  ia  4  volcano,  and  others  not  very 
far  off  are  Mounts  Rainier  and  Hood. 

There  are  three  kinds  of  volcanoes,  active, 
extinct,  and  dohnafit  It  is  sometimes  not 
quite  safe  to  call  a  volcano  extinct,  because 
there  are  cases  where  no  known  eruption  has 
occurred  for  hundreds  of  years,  and  then  a 
--violent  one  has  taken  place.  Krakatca  haii- 
been  dormant  for  200  years  before  it  broke 
out  in  1883,  and  Bandaisan,  in  Japan,  broke 
out  in  i8«  after  sleeping  for  ^vef  1,000 
years.  Mount  Baker  is  dormant  now,  but  one 
of  its  neighbors,  Mount  Lassen,  in  California, 
occasionally  gives  evidence  of  activity. 

The  direct  causes  of  volcanoes  are  still 
somewhat  in  doubt,  though  science  has  dis- 
covered certain  facts  upon  which  theories  are 
built  to  account  for  the  phenomena.  In  the 
oJd  days  it  was  generally  thought  that  a  volf 
"cano  was  just  a  bursting  out  of  the  great  iilfei 
with  which  the  interior  of  the  earth  was  sup- 
posed to  be  filled.  Modern  research  has 
thrown  doubts  upon  the  existence  of  those 
fires,  so  this  theory  has  been  abandoned. 
As  volcanoes  are  always  found  close  to  the 
5fd,  there  is  strong  presumptive  evidence  in 
favor  of  the  theory  that  water  finds  its  way 
through  cracks  and  fissures  in  the  rocks,  and 
when  it  meets  the  heated  part  of  the  earth's 
centre,  it  becomes  steam,  which  has  to  find 
a  vent  somewhere.  The  intense  friction  set 
up  by  this  convulsion  'among  the  various 
parts  of  the  earth's  crust  produces  enough 
heat  to  melt  the  rocks  themselves,  and  so 
produces  fire  .and  molten  lava  and  steam  and 
the  various  gases  which  are  produced  during 
an  eruption.  There  are  one  or  two  other 
theories  of  a  Very  complicated  scientific 
nature  which  I  cahnot^  describe  in  simple 
language,  but,  as  I  ,  said  before,  the  exact 
causcjs  still  a  subject  oT  scientific  discussion 
and  has  not  been  finally  and  definitely  ascer- 
tained.

nPHAT  great  naturalist,     Mr.  John     Bui^ 
A       roughs,  has  written  an  article  in  which 
he  says  that  the  queen  bee  is  the  mother  and 
not  the  ruler  of  the  hive. 

The  workers  manage  their  own  affairs, 
and  create  the  queen  by  giving  her  suitable 
food  and  plenty  of  room  in  which  to  grow. 

"The  power  and  ^authority,"  he  says,  "are 
entirely  vested  in  the  great  mass,  the  work- 
ers. They  furnish  all  the  brains  and  fore- 
sight of  the  colony,  and  administer  its  af- 
fairs. Their  word  is  law,  and  both  king  and 
queen  must  obey.  Thev  r«;;>rulate  the  swarm- 
ing and  give  the  signal  for  the  swarm  to 
issue  from  the  hive.  They  Select  and  make 
ready  the  tree  in  the  woods  and  conduct  tlie 
queen  to  it  ,  . 

The,  peculiar  office  ahd  sacredness  of  tfie 
queen  consists  in  the  fact  that,  she  is  the 
mother  of  the  swarm,  and  the  bees  love  and 
cherish  her  as  a,  mother,  and  not  as  a 
sovereign.  She  is  ^he*  sole  fe«ale  bee  in  the 
hive,  and  the  swarm  clings  to  her  because 
ihe  is  their  life.  Derived  of  their  queen,  and 
of  all  the  brood  from  which  to  rear  one,  the 
swarm  loses  all  heart  and  soon  dies,  though 
there  be  an  abundance  of  honey  in  the  hive. 

The  common  bees  will  never  use  tiieir 
sting  upon  the  queen ;  if  she  is  to  be  disposed 
of,  they  starve  her  to  death,  and  the  queen 
herself  will  'ting  nothing  but  royalty — noth- 
ing but  a  rival  queen.

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New   Stars — ^What  Are  They? 

Suggested  Theories  to  Account  for  Them

H,  look!  see  the  falling  starT 
How  often  have  we  ^^^^  "^^^ 
words  when  out  M3Xk.\ng  at 
nig^ht  under  a  starlit  sky.  In 
our  earlier  years  every  time  we 
•taw  such  a  flash  of  light  dart  across  the  tky 
we  really  thought  that  a  star  had  actually 
left  its  place  in  the  sky  and  plunged  into 
'Space,  we  knew  not  where.  Now  we  know 
that  such  flashes  are  caused  hy  small  pieces  of 
•matter,  usually  a  few  inches  in  diameter,  the 
^remsanta  probably  of  disrupted  comets, 
■which  ar«  out  in  space  and  come  into  contact 
•with  the  atmosphere  of  the  earth.  As  the 
latter  moves  around  the  sun  at  a  rate  of 
about  eighteen  miles  a  second,  carrying  with 
it  its  atmosphere,  which  extends  upwards 
many  miles,  it  may  chance  that  these  'par- 
tides  pass  through  the  atmosphere  and  the 
'friction  is  so  great  that  it  causes    them    to 

■  'bum  up,  •  • 

Now,  we  would  never  know  of  the  pre- 
sence of  these  small  particles  of  matter  out 
in  space  were  it  not  for    this    circumstance. 
Spikewise  there  are  many  larger  bodies  out  in 
'apace  whose  presence  we  dream  not  of  until 
■some  such  similar  circumstance  tiefalls  th^m 
Vid  they  stand  revealed  to  tis-    Thus  we  must 
"  recognize  that  there  are  dead  worlds,  or  dark 
,  stars,  as  well  as  bright  stars.    Let  us  get  an 
iidea  of  what  a  star    really    is.    If    iwe    can 
jimagine  a  body  one    and    one-third    million 
^imes  as  large  as  the  «arth,  but  intensely  hot, 
Itbe  mctaU  all  in  a  molten  state,  surrounded 
*)y  glowing  vapors,  the  coolest  outside  por- 
itions  of  which  are  at  a  temperature  of  6,000 
<legrees  Centigrade,  then  we  will  have  some 
idea  of  what  our  ^wn  star,  the  sun,  is.    Now 

■  it  is  a  fair  sample  of  what  the  millions  TSf 
«tars  in  the  heavens  are;  they  are  on  the 
average  as  large  as  our  own  sun,  and  radiate 
light  and  heat  to  other  smaller  bodies  which 

'  may  be  swayed  by  them,  and  the  only  reason 
they  appear  as  tiny  points  of  light  is  because 

,  of  their  immense  distances  from  us.  T|ie  stars 
.have  been  charted,  or  catalogued,  and  we 
Icnmr  that  though  they  are  moving  in  space  in 
definite  paths,  yet  they  are  so  far  distant  that 
they  do  nc|t  appear  to  have  shifted  their 
l>ositions  relative  to  one  another.  Within  the 
history  of  mankind  the  background  of  the 
stars  has  remained  fixed,  and  thus  we  can  tell 
when  a  new  one  makes  its  appearance. 

Now,  where  does  a  new  star  come  from? 
Is  the  region  of  our  universe  of  stars  shut  off 
by  some  obstructing  material  from  the  more 
distant  outer  regions,  and  does  the  new  star 
wander  in  from  the  outer  region  and  become 
visible  to  us?  Not  so.  It  is, these  so-called 
dead  vorlds  which  have  been  with  us  all  the 
while  that  become  the  new  stars,  or  novae,  as 
they  are  technically  called.  Just  as  we  failed 
to  recognize  the  meteoric  particles  till  tljey 
^  became  hot  in  our  atmosphere,  so  these  large 
dark  worlds  exist  in  the  heavens,  probably  as 
numerous  as  the  bright  ones,  and  never  reveal 
their  piesence  until  some  cause  operates  to 
increase  their  temperature  and  make  them 
shine.  It  has  been  calculated  that  the  tem- 
perature must  be  at  least  one-half  as  great  as 
that  of  our  sun  in  order  that  these  dark  stars 
will  shine  sufficiently  to  become  visible.  Of 
course,  there  are  cases  where  we  can  prove 
the  existence  of  dark  bodies,  even  if  too 
faint  to  shine,  simply  by  their  effect  on 
neighboring  bodies  iv»th  which  they  are  phy- 
sically connected.  The  discovery  of  the 
planet  Neptune  in  our  own  solar  system  was  a 
trhimph  of  such  a  method,  but  that  is  another 
story.  j^ 

Before  dealing  upon  the  cause  of  such 
phenomena,  let  us  briefly  describe  the  changes 
which  take  place,  and  cite  some  examples. 
From  a  star  invisible  in  the  largest  telescopes, 
or  almost  so,  these  new  stars  blaze  up  sud- 
denlv  until  in  some  cases  they  rival  the 
brightest  of  the  known  sUrs.  This  increase  in 
brightness  takes  place  very  rapidly,  a  few  days 
sufficing  for  the  star  to  increase  several  thou- 
sand fold  its  originar  brightness.  Almost  as 
soon  as  it  has  reached  its  full  blaze  of  glory, 
it  begins  to  fade,  though  sometimes  fitfully] 
and  gradually  diminishes  in  light  until  in  a 
ytzt  or  two  it  has  returned  to  its  orieinal 
^tatc  * 

Some  Remarkable  New  Stars 

Away  Iback  in  the  year  134  there  appeared 
a  aright  star  about  which  we  know  very  little, 
save  tliat  its  appearance  led  the  Greek  phil- 
osopher, Htpparchus,  to  form  a  catalogue, 
,  showing  the  positions  of  the  bright  stars,  so 
that  in  future  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to 
identify  a  new  sUr.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  our  modern  star  catalogues,  which  now 
raster  the  exact  position  of  every  star 
visible  in  ordinary  telescopes.  _ 

The  third  famous  one  recorded  was  by 
Ty«cho,  in  1572.  When  first  seen  it  was  al- 
ready brighter  llhan  Jupiter,  and  very  soon 
became  as  bright  as  Venus  herself,  being  even 
visible  by  day.  Within  a  week  or  two  it  be- 
gan to  lade,  but  continued  visible  to  the  naked 
eye  for  fully  sixteen  months  before  it  fully 
disappeared. 

Coming  down  to  more  modern  times 
there  appeared  a  new  star  in  the  group,  or 
constellation,  known  as  Auriga.  This  was  not 
a  particularly  bright  one,  but  instruments. 
Idee  the  spectroscope,  had  by  this  time  been 
invented  fwhich  made  possible  the  analysis  of 
the  stars  light,  and  this  was  the  first  nova 
upon  which  the  new  in'stnim>ent  was  tried 
out.  A  great  deal  of  information  was  thus  ob- 
tained.  and  better  methods  of  investigation 
for  subscqtient  outbursts  were  .thereby 
brOaght  to  UgfaL  ^ 

On  February  ai,  1901,  an  Edinburgli 
clenprman,  Anderson,  discovered  a  new  star 
in  tte  eonstetlation  Perseos.  It  was  ihen 
abovt  a&  brigfct  as  Polaris,  the  pole  star,  and 
for  a  few  hours  the  following  d^  was,  with 
the.  exception  of  Sirius,  the  brightest  star  in 
the  hesvens.  It  had  increased  in  three  days 
its  brightness  fully  25^)00  fold,  but  after 
reaching  its  maxinmm,  it  began  to  fade  rapid- 
ly, and  in  a  month  «wms  barely  visible  to  the 
light  in  the  case  just  oientiaikd,  it  was  ere* 
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naked  eye.    It  is  now  visible    in    large  tele- 
scopes only. 

But  phenomenal  as  was  the  increase  of 
excelled  by  the  remarkable  star  which  ap- 
peared in  Aquila  on  the  night  following  the 
total  solar  eclipse  of  June  8,  1918,  and  which 
was  discovered  almost  simultaneously  t>y 
hundreds  both  on  this  and  the  European  con- 
tinent It  reached  its  maximum  brilliancy  on 
the  following  night,  when  it  was  the  bright- 
est object  in  the  heavens.  From  photo- 
graphs which  fortunately  happened  to  be 
made  of  the  region  on  June  5,  we  know  that 
the  star  increased  in  brightness  nearly  100,- 
000  fold  in  the  four  intervening  days.  From 
its  maximum  brilliancy  on  the  9th  it  rapidly 
diminished  in  brightness  for  three  weeks, 
when  it  began  to  oscillate  in  brightness, 
though  gradually  tending  to  become  fainter. 
It  is  now 'too  faint  for  the  naked  eye,  but  is 
about  the  limit  for  a  one-inch  felescope. 

The  most  recent  case  is  the  new  star  in 
Cygnus,  discovered  on  August  21  of  this  year 
by  Denning,  of  Bristol,  Engand.  This  as- 
tronomer is  interested  in  recording  the  trails 
of  meteors,  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this 
article,  and  naturally  keeps  a  close  scrutiny 
on  the  sky.  The  observatory  at  Brussels, 
which  has  recently,  been  made  the  clearing 
house  for  astronomical  news  from  Europe, 
immediately  cabled  the  discovery  to  America, 
and  since  then  it  has  been  closely  studied  at 
this  and  several  of  the  other  observatories 
throughout  the  world.  The  remarkable  thing 
about  this  one  has  been  the  rapidity  of  the 
changes.  At  its  brightest  it  equalled  Polaris, 
b"ut  it  rapidly  diminished  in  brightness,  and  in 
two-  weeks  ^me  became  too  faint  to~be  seen 
by  the  iinaided  eye,  and  is  now  a  much  fainter 
object  than  the  one  of  two  years  ago. 

.  The  Cause  of  the  Outbursts 
The  explanatiop  that  was  first  put  forward 
.to  account  for  these  outbursts  was  that  two 
of  these  numerous  dead  tvorlds  which  we 
know  to  exist  in  the  heavens  had  crossed  each 
other's  paths,  had,  in  fact,  actifally  collided 
and  caused  the  flare  up.  But  as  time  went  on, 
the  frequency  with  which  they  occurred  was 
against  this  theory;  they  happened  much  too 
frequently  to  agree  -with  the  mathematical 
calculations  of  the  encotmtcrs  that  might  be 
expected  to  occur  between  bodies  so  widely 
separated  in  space.  It  was  about  this  time 
that  the  spectroscope  was  invented,  an  instru- 
ment that  has  almost  revolutionized  the  study 
of  the  stars,  as  by  it  we  can  analyze  the  light 
of  the  star  and  extract  a  great  deal  of  in- 
formation. Without  going  into  detail,  one 
may  say  that  it  spreads  ^he  point  of  light, 
representing  a  star,  out  into  a  rainbow-colored 
band  and  crossing  this  band  oMight,  tech- 
nically called  a  spectrum,  are  usually  numer- 
ous dark  markings  whose  exact  positions, 
when  measured,  tell  us  what  metals  or  gases 
are  present  in  the  star's  atmosphere  and  what 
velocities  sych  gases  may  have  towards  us  or 
from  us.  We  thus  get  an  exact  picture  of  the 
conditions  of  the  star's  surface. 

The  Analyzed  Light  ^ 
When  the  spectroscope  was  applied  to  the 
nova  of  1892  i^  showed  two  kinds  of  these 
markings,  one  kind  representing  gases  very 
hot  and  lumlbbus  and  moving  away  from  us 
whilst  anothe?  set  of  markings  indicated 
cooler  gases  approaching  us.  The  theory  of  a 
collision  between  two  dark  bodies  was  modi- 
fied to  conform  to  tlie  results  of  assuming  that 
a  bright  star  receding  from  the  earth  had 
collided  with  a  cooler  and  darker  one  ap- 
proaching, with  the  inevitable  result  of  a  great 
flare  up.  But  the  folly  of  basing  theories  on 
inefficient  data  was  shortly  demonstrated, 
because  the  succeeding  new  star  showed,  and' 
m  fact  every  one  since  has  shown,  the  same 
characteristic  of  the  so-called  dark  body  ap- 
proaching, instead  of  sometimes  approaching 
and  sometimes  receding,  as  should  be  ex- 
pected from  accidental  encounters. 

In  the  universe  there  are  vast  cloud-like 
masses  of  matter  in  a  very  tenuous  state 
-which  we  call  the  nebulae.  They  consist 
principally  of  the  lighter  gases,,  hydrogen  and 
helium,  and  their  exceedingly  widespread  ex- 
tent renders  it  plausible  to  assume  that  roving 
stars  will  encounter  them.  In  passing  through 
these  nebular  clouds,  a  dark  body  ^ould  be 
heated  to  incandescence,  even  though  the 
density  of  the  obstructing  gas  is  exceedingly 
small.  This  theory  was  strengthened  when 
the  analyzed  light  of  the  new  stars  at  certain 
tunes  showed  a  pattern  similar  to  that  ob- 
tained from  some  of  the  known  nebulae.  This 
theory  explains  many,  of  the  f^cts  connected 
with  new  stars,  but  not  all. 

Explosion  a  Probable  Cause 
The  new  star  of    1918,    previously    men- 
tioned, was  probably  the  best     observed     to 
date  since,  by  reason  of  its  position  in  the  sky, 
it  was  possible  to  observe  it  for    six  months 
after  its  outburst.  At  this  ob.servatory,  ab  well 
as  at  others,  it  was  learned  that  the  gases  sur- 
rounding the  star  were  approaching  us  at  the 
inconceivable  velocity  of  1,000  miles  a  second. 
Either  the  star  as  a  whole  was,  therefore,  ap- 
proaching us  at  that  rate,  or  else  the  star  had 
exploded  and  the  outrushing  gases     on     the 
side  of  the  star  towards  us  were  approaching 
us  at  that  rate.    If  the  latter  wcbc    the  rase, 
the  whole  sUr  would  eventually   become  so 
diffuse  thai  it  would  appear  as  a  little  cloa<l ; 
m  other  words,  it  would     become     a    small 
nebula     Strange  to  relate,  this  i?  ju.si  what 
has  happened.    Four  months  after  its  outburst 
Barnard,^  at    the  Yerkes    Observatory,    near 
Chicago,  noticed  that  it  appeared  in  the  40- 
mch  tcle.<»cope,  not  as  a  point,  but  as  a  small 
greenish  disk,  about  ^  second  of  arc    in  dia- 
meter.   This  Increased  until    last  June,  two 
years  after  the^  outburst,  it    was  nearly  four 
ifcoods  of  arc  in  diameter.    This  would  seem 
to  be  a  bcanttfal  confirmation  of  the  theory 
of  the  expandmc  »h«"  of  gas.    The  thing  is 
there,  visible  in  the  telescope,  and  expanding 
m  all  directions  before  our  eyes.*    As  to  whpt 
caused  the  blowup  initially'    it.  is     idle     to 
a|ieaitatc  until  more  dau  is  secured. 

In  varioos  vays    we    can  determine    the 
dtsUoccs  of  tbttm  and  other  stars     The  nmt 


of  distance  we  adopt  is  what  is  termed  the 
"light-year,"  which  is  simply  the  distance 
that  light  will  travel  in  one  year  going  at  the 
rate  of  i86/xx>  miles  a  second.  Perhaps  the 
most  impressive  thought  of  all  is  fliat  the 
catastrophe,  which  we  saw  and  recorded,  here 
on  earth,  on  the  night  after  the  eclipse  two 
year%  ago,  actually  happened  several,  hundred 
years  ago,  and  the  light. of  the  great  con- 
flagration had  been  winging  its  way  through 
space  for  that  period  of  time  before  reaching 
us.

Weeding  Out  the  Fleet 

(By  "Jackstar*  in  The  London  Daily  Mail). 

THE  British  Navy  acts  promptly,  if  it  does 
not  talk  much.  When  told  to  ''cut 
down"  after  the  war  it  set  about  the  work  with 
a  tlioroughness  that  some  other  State  "spend- 
ing" departments  might  copy  with  great  bene- 
fit to  the  sorely  harassed  taxpayer. 

Already  fifteen  battleships,  twenty  cruisers,  • 
about  two  hundred  destroyers,  and  a  whole 
host  of  other  craft  have  been  weeded  out  of 
the  Fleet.  Of  these,  some  have, been  sold  to 
foreign  countries;  sixteen  were  given  to  Aus- 
tralia; some  bave  been  "auctioned  off;"  others 
are  still  on  the  sale  list ;  one  or  two  are  to  be 
used  as  targrts  for  big  guns ;  and  a'  number  of 
ex-mine-sweeping  trawlers  have  been  provided 
for  a  fishermen's  co-operative  society. 

Only  the  most  modern  types  of  capital 
ship,  light  cruiser,  destroyer,  or  submarine 
are  being  retained  as  "effectives."  And  as 
there  is  no  programme  of  new  construction  in 
hand  it  appears  to  be  the  intention  to  make 
what  we  have  in  the  way  of  warships 
last  us  a  long  time. 

From  a  war  strength  of  over  400,000,  the 
personnel  of  the  navy  is  being  brought  down 
to  a  peace  establishment  of  136,000,  which  Is 
15,000  less  than  it  was  in  1914. 

So  drastically  has  this  part  of  the  "re- 
ducing" been  done  that  barely  enough  men 
are  left  for  the  fleet  to  "carry- on^*  wi 

When  manning  a  warship  a  proportionate 
number  of  "ratings"  (men)  trained  in  different 
duties  have  to  be  provided.  In  order  to  prfr- 
vent  a  big  de^th  of  these,  free  discharges  and 
"purchasing  out"  have  now  practically  been 
stopped.  The  navy  has  got  rid  of  every  man 
it  can  spare — "more  than  it  can  Spare"  some 
of  the  drafting  staffs  will  tell  you. 

For  the  navy  has  a  great  deal  of  important 
work  to  do.  The  shifting  of  the  balance  of  sea 
power  as  an  outcome  of  the  war  has  recited 
in  our  fleet  ^eing  once  again  scattered  over  all 
the  world's  seas.  To  put  the  matter  another 
way,  before  1914  we  were  obliged  to  concen- 
trate our  naval  strength  in  home  waters  be- 
cause the  challenge  lay  there.  Now  it  lies 
elsewhere,  and  a  new  distribution  of  our  fight- 
ing ships  has  become  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  Atlantic  and  Mediter- 
ranean fleets  we  have  squadrons  in  the  South 
Atlantic,  China,  Africa,  the  Indies,  and,  tem- 
porarily, one  in  the  Baltic.  Probably  we  shall 
soon  have  a  distinct  Pacific  squadron  as  well. 

In  fact,  under  stress  of  circumstances  we 
are  getting  back  to  a  time  when  naval  service 
will  largely  mean  foreign  service,  and  the 
bluejacket  will  have  been  two  or  three  times 
round  the  world  bcfprc  he  takes  up  his 
pension.      ■      '.         "''  *V

BY  German  law  all  places  of  amusement 
have  to  be  s-hut  at  11:30.  In  spite  of 
this  there  are*  probably  more  so-called  nig'ht 
clubs  in  Berlin  now  than  in  any  other  city  in 
the  world. 

To  visit  one  it  is  necessary  first  to  obtain 
an  address,  which  most  of'the  head  waiters  at 
the  restaurants  will  supply. 

We  will  say  that  44,  Potsdamer  Strasse  is 
the  address  given.  The  next  step  is  to  take  a 
cab  and  drive  to  Potsdamer  Strasse. 

We  arrive  at  No.  44.  Only  a  few  street 
lamps  are  alight  and  we  can  see  no  sign  of  any 
dancing  establishment.  No.  44  appears  to  be  a 
large  hat  shop.  We  try  the  door  and  find  it 
locked.  .A.  mistake  in  the  number,  obviously. 
Abusing  the  -waiter  who  has  given  us  a  use- 
less address,  we  turn  to  go,  when  a  figure 
steps  out  of  the  shadows.  He  touches  me  on 
the  arm.  "Follow  those  two  men/'  he  whisp^s 
and  disappears.     ,  ..      _  . 

I  look  and  see  two  respectable-looking  old 
gentlemen  hobbling  down  the  street  some 
twenty  yards  ahead.  Obedient  to  our  instruc- 
tions, we  follow  them.  We  walk  for  perhaps 
a  hundred  yards;  the  old  gentlemen  never 
once  look  around.  Have  they  really  anything 
to  do  with  us,  we  wonder? 

One  of  them  stops  and  lights  a  cigar.  As 
we  pass  him  he  points  silently  to  the  door  of 
a  house,  raps  it  with  his  stick,  and  walks  on. 
The  door  is  opened  and  we  find  ourselves 
being  examined  by  a  pair  of  small,  pig-like 
eyes  set  in  a  large  square  face.  After  a  'close 
scrutiny  we  are  admitted  and  the  door  is 
slammed  and  bolted , behind  us. 

The  house  is  in  darkness  except  for  the 
light  of  a  buU's-i^/e  lantern  carried  by  our  new 
guide.  We  follow  him  up  four  flights  of  stairs. 
Afore  doors  are  opened  «d  locked  and  bolted 
behind  us.  At  fast  we  nnd  ourselves  at  our 
destination.        ' 

A  long,«tow  room,  lit  by  shaded  lights.  All 
round  the  walls  tables,  crowded  with  men  and 
women.  In  a  comer  a  small  orchestra.  Two 
couples  are  dancing  in  the  space  in  the  centre 
of  the  room. 

We  are  led  to  a  tabl^and  a  bottle  of  cham- 
pagne is  put  in  front  of  os.  On  all  the  other 
tables  there  are  champagne  bottles — some- 
times two  or  three.  The  price  i%  350  marks  a 
bottle  (nominally  £ra  10s).  We  wonder 
where  thesb  well-dressed  Germans  come  from, 
and  where  they  get  the  money  to  pay  for  so 
much  wine. 

The  waiter  points  out  two  young  men  at  a 
Uble  by  thenuelves.  They  are  fine-looking 
young  fellows,  arrogant,  but  with  an  air  of 
better  breeding  than  the  rest  of  the  room. 

"Graf  von and  Oberlentnant  von ," 

the  waiter  tells  os,  "both  of  them  ex-ofHcers 
of  the  Prussian  Guard.  A  fortnight,  peHupa-

"The  Ideal  Wage" — ^Lord  Cow- 
dray  on  Labor  Troubles 


ORD  COWDRAY.  as  Lord 
Rector. of  Aberdeen  University, 
delivered  his  address  recently, 
choosing  as  his  subject  "Labor, 
Its  Problems,  and  the  Ideal 
Wage."  He  said  that  he  had  taken  the  subject 
as  being  opportune,  and  one  on  whichheought 
to  be  able  to  speak  with  knowledge  largely 
gained  in  his  experience  in  his  own  business. 
The  difficulty  in  this  country  was  that  men 
were  nowhere  writing  on  a  clean  slate.  In 
illustration  of  this  fact,  he  spoke  of  the  need  of 
clear  definitions — for  example,  in  regard  to 
wealth,  as  it  consisted  not  only  of  tangible 
things  and  materials,  but  of  an  immense 
variety  of  other  considerations,  such  as  good- 
will, credit  and  anticipations  of  the  future.  The 
wealth  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  frequently 
assessed  at  24,000  millions,  and  it  is  said  (hat 
if  it  were  divided  up  equally  there  would  be 
£500  for  every  man,  woman  and  child.  But 
even  if  division  were  possible,  the  value  would 
be  largely  destroyed  in  the  process  of  division, 
as  it  was  all  based  on  the  capitalist  system, 
which  the  division  would  extinguish.  The 
idea  of  dividing  the  spoil  was  therefore  not  so 
wicked  as  it  was  illusory.  The  Bolshevists 
had  discovered  this  in  their  attempt  to  apply 
com'miinism  in  Russia.  They  had  learned  that 
you  can  destroy  capital,  but  cannot  at  the 
same  time  exact  a  huge  indemnity  from  it. 

Such  was  the  broad  fact,  though  it  did  not 
a|>i)ly  to  what  was  called  real  property.  Land 
could  be  divided,  and,  in  a  country  where 
agriculture  was  primitive,  people  on  it  could 
carry  on  ^without  much  disturbance  of  tlic  or- 

inary  life,  except  for  the  lan^ 
possessed.  Thus  the  peasantry 
suffered  comparatively  little,  while  the  town 
workers  were  thrown  into  confusion  and 
starvation.  The  substance  of  the  lessen  was 
that,  though  another  system  might  be  con- 
ceivably built  up  in  time,  it  would  not  be  be- 
cause it  had  confiscated  and  divided  the  old 
wealth,  but  because  it  had  discovered  a  way 
of  producing  new  wealth.

Socialists  and  Capitalism 

If  we  were  to  make  a  new  world  on  com- 
munist lines,  we  must  begin  by  writing  off  the 
values  of  the  old  world.  It  was  for  that  rea- 
son that  many  Socialists  proposed,  not  the 
destruction  of  the  present  order,  but  |^e. 
transfer  of  its  control  from  the  individual  to 
the  state.  In  most  of  the  systems  they  pfo- 
posed,  the  capitalist  system  was  to  remain, 
subject  to  certain  improvements  which  they 
could  introduce  into  it,  but  the  capitalist  in 
future  was  to  be  the  state  and  not  the  private 
individual  <Working  for  his  own  profit.  The 
idea  that  the  worker  would  necessarily  earn 
a  better  wage,  have  more  security,  and  better 
conditions,  if  he  were  working  for  the  state 
than  if  he  were  working  for  a  private  employ- 
er was  an  u^proven  assumption.  It  assumed 
that  the  total  product  would  be  increased  if 
private  profit  was  extinguished,,  and  that  the 
creators,  controllers  and  directors  of  industry 
and  commerce,  the  inventors  and  designers, 
will  do  better  work  for  the  state,  though  re- 
ceiving a  less  remuneration,  than  they  nOw 
did  for  themselves.  This  was  an  assumption 
which  no  impartial  person  thought  of  making* 
in  regard  to  the  manual  laborer,  and  there 
was  no  obvious  reason  why  it  should  be  true 
of  other  kinds  of  workers. 

But  even  if  we  supposed  these  obstacles 
overcome,  none  of  the  socialistic  schemes  at- 
tempted to  solve  the  problem  of  the  remunera- 
tion of  labor.  The  transfer  of  the  controlling 
and  directing  functions  from  one  set  of  in- 
dividuals called  employers  and  capitalists  to 
another  set  of  individuals  called  the  state  left 
the  question  of  the  division  of  the  product  un- 
touched The  wage-earners  held  tenaciously 
to  the  position  that  they  would  not  forego 
their  right  to  strike,  whether  the  state  or  the 
private  employer  was  controller,  and  fre- 
quently rejected  %noderate  and  most  reason- 
able proposals  for  delay  ^nd  arbitration.  The 
present  strike  of  the  miners  was  a  glaring 
example,  >     ^  ^     iV^    ■    \,    .  .       .      ^1 

The  Communists  had  the  solution  of  forced 
labor,  prohibition  of  strikes,  and  fixed  legal 
remuneration  decided,  without  appeal,  by  the 
Government.  But  the  Socialists  and  nation- 
alizers  rejectetl  these  solutions,  and  did  not 
say  how  the  division  was  to  be  effected,  ex- 
cept by  the  present  method  of  collective  bar- 
gaining, with  strikes  as  the  last  word.  No 
one  could  be  satisfied  with  that  solution.  It 
had  all  the  defects  in  the  industrial  world  of 
war,  and  warlike  methods  in  the  political 
world.  It  ranged  workmen  and  employers  in 
hostile  camps — though  their  aims  must  be 
identical—it  led  to  a  sharp  diplomacy  in  which 
the  two  sides  were  under  a  perpetual  tempta- 
tion to  outwit  each  other,  and  not  infrequently 
to  ruinous  conflicts. 

"  The  Partnership  Idte 

In  his  view  the  hope  of  the  country  lay  in 
the  substitution  of  the  idea  of  partnership  for 
the  idra  of  war.-  The  partnership,  unfor- 
tunately, could  never  be  on  equal  terms,  aa 
men  were  not  equal  ehher  in  haifds  or  brains. 
So  we  advanced  to  the  principle  of  the 
minimum  wage^  which  endeavored  to  secure 
a  relatively  decent  standard  of  existence  for 
every  employed  man  and  woman.  We  were 
also  groping  our  way  to  sortie  kind'  of  unem- 
ployment insurance,  whkh  would  prevent  the 
worker  from  being  pliAged  Into  complete 
poverty  by  the  fluctuatioa  of  the  labor  market. 

There  were  three  factors  in  the  "ideal 
•wage"  First,  the  guaranteed  minimnm; 
second,  a  variable  quantity  acoordnif  to  the 
output  of  the  individual;  third,  a  variab|« 
addition  according  to  the  result  of  the  ooder- 
taking  To  put  it  shortly,  it  was  piacework* 
with  a  guaranteed  minimum  and  a  boona  on 
profits.  This,  if  realised,  woold  secure  the 
worker  against  falling  below  the  poverty 
pnt  a  premium  on  his  individual  effort, 
give  hir»  an  interest  in  the  results  of  his  labor. 
Some  of  the  trade  anions  were  active  ia  their 
codesTors  to  kin  all  ptKcwork.  This  tb«y 
could  not  be  alkmvd  to  do.    Without 


wdfit  few  industries  in 
permanently  flourish. 

Dangers  of  Gu&d  Sodalism 
Dealing' with  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple o(  a  bonus  on  profits.  Lord  Cowdray  re- 
ferred *to  the  scheme  for  guild  Socialism  as 
being  difficult,  or  even  dangerous,  to  carr^', 
out  on  a  large  scale,  but  said  that  there  w*ti» 
no  reason  why  experiments  of  this  kind  should 
not  be  made  on  a  moderate    scale.    The  Co- 
operative Society  had  immense  funds  at  its 
disposal,  all  of  it  workmen's    money,  and  it 
might  apply  at  least  a  part  of  thehi  in  fruitful 
and  useful  experiments  on  co-operative  pro- 
duction of  the  food  and  gpods  needed  for  its 
own  stores,  instead  of  relying  almost  wholly 
on    ordinary    capitalist    methods.     Speakmg 
more  generally,  he  went  qn  to  submit  to  both 
employers  and  employed  that  in  the  position 
we  had  reached,  it  was  all-importaut  to  make 
great  efforts  to  develop  the  third  factor  in  the 
ideal  wage — the  bonus  on  results — with  the 
workman's  voice  in  management.     He  men- 
tioned, without  claiming  to  be  able    to  sOlve 
them,  some  of  the  points  that  iwould  arise  in 
any  co-partnership  scheme.    The  first  was  the 
return  that  capital  should  receive  for  its  us6 
and  the  risk  it    ran.     The  second,     the     re- 
muneration to  be  paid  fofvbrains,  experience, 
and  for  special  and  exceptional  circumstances. 
The  third,  how  should  the  surplus,     if    any, 
after  providing  for  the  foregoing,  be  appor- 
tioned between  the  capital  employed,  the  ad- 
ministration or  management,  and   tJie  work- 
man.    The  division  must  necessarily  vary  in 
each  trade.

Gabrielle  Favored  By. 
Henry  of  Navarre 

GABRIELLE,  the  only  woman  who  suc- 
ceeded in  holding  until  her  death  tho 
heart  of  the  fickle  King  Navarre,  was  bosn  of 
a  good  faipily  in  Touraine  m  the  year  1573, 
but  there  was  little  incentive  to  virtue  of  her 
environment.  Her  father  was  notorious  for 
his  love  of  dancing,  for  which  he  neglected 
his  duty  of  governing  the  town  of  La  Fere, 
and  her  mother  deserted  her  home  and 
children,  running  away  with  a  nobleman 
young  enough  to  be  her  son. 

Gabrielle  was  but  17  years  old  when 
Henry,  spending  a  night  in  her  father's 
castle,  became  violently  enamored  of  her. 
Gabrielle  wais  young  and  radiantly  beautiful, 
with  golden  hair  and  eyes  of  a  wonderful  blue. 
But  she  saw  little  that  was  attractive  in  the 
King.  Henry  was  37  years  old,  and  he  looked 
oldes.  He  had  been  called  the  ugliest  man  in 
all  France.  By  the  time  that  Henry  had  con- 
quered most  of  his  foes,  Gabr|ene't  influ- 
ence and  position  were  publicly  recognized. 
And  \yhen  Henry  of  Navarre  made  his 
triumphal  entry  irito  Paris,  Gabrielle  rode  be- 
fore him  in  an  open  litter,  her  jewels  glitter- 
ing in  the  light  of  countless  torchef. 

But  the  King's  attentions  alarmed  Gabri- 
elle's  father,  who  hurriedly  married  her  to  a 
neighbor,  a  man  of  considerable  wealth,  but 
as  linattractive  as  the  King  in  appearance  and 
Without  any  of  Henry's  courage  and  sound 
sense.  She  lived  for  three  months  with  her 
husband,  found  life  unendurable,  and  then 
flung  caution  to  the  winds.  She  fled  from  her 
home  and  joined  the  wandering  court  of  the 
fighting  King.  *  ,    -       *

Church  Dignitaries  Have 
Tribulations 


HIGH  dignitaries  of  the  English    Church 
are  finding  difficulty  in  making  their 
official  stpends  meet  the  high -cost  of  Wv'tt^. 

Dr.  Winningtorf  Ingram,  the  Bishop  of 
London,  has  leased  his  town  mansion  m  St. 
James  Square  and  announces  that  he  is  qoite 
prepared  to  give  up  Pulham  Palace,  bis  mag- 
nificent official  residence.  The  bishop's 
stipend  is  £10,000  a  year.  Being  a  man  of 
simple  habits,  he  does  not  spend  $1,000  a 
year  on  himself,  yet  he  is  often  heard  to  saf 
that  he  is  "worse  off  now  than  wl^en  he  was  a 
curate." 

The  Archbishop  of  York  and  primate  of 
England,  Cosmo  'lordon  Lang,  declares  tliat 
it  is  quite  impossible  for  hroi  to  maintain  his 
home,  Bishopthorpe  Palace,  and  entertain  bis 
clergy  adequately,  on  his  official  oncome  of 
£9^100  a  year,  although  he  is  a  bachalor,  says 
The  Kvening  Standard. 

The  Bishop  of  Winchester,  with  £6,500 
annual  income  is  in  a  similar  plight.  IT*  has 
to  maintain  Farnham  Castle,  the  largipt 
bishop's  palace  in  this  country  with  a  deer 
park  which  is  one  of  the  sighu  of  Engiaad.

To  the  Joys  of  Motoring 


One  of  th«  bir  pleasures  of  modem 
motorins  lies  In  tho  fdct  that  whether 
the  trip  Is  for  100  miles  of  1,000,  the 
motorist  has  every  reason  to  feel  sore 
that  he  will  flnish  his  Journey  without 
having  to  climb  out  of  hia  car  to  un- 
dertalce  the  disagreeable  Job  of  mak- 
ing repairs  on  the  road. 

But  now  and  then  some  mishap  oc- 
curs, and  a  courtesy  of  the  road  that 
all  motorists  can  extend  with  little 
inconVMiienoe  to  themselves  is  an 
offer  of  help  to  a  fellow-motorist 
whose  car  has  become  stranded,  ^uch 
an  offer  is  particularly  timely  if  the 
scene  of  the  mishap  is  some  point 
whoso  remoteness  from  a  g«.rage 
would  mako  It  difficult  to  set  assist- 
ance. 

Even  the  most  careful  owners  are 
caught  unawares  at  times,  and  And 
themselves  too  far  from  home  and 
minus  some  tool  that  is  essential  to 
making  a  repair.  For  instance,  not 
so  long  ago  a  maiv  who  prides  him- 
self oh  his  equipment  got  a  puncture 
on  a  lonely  country  rohd.  He  fell  he 
bad  no  cause  for  worry,  for  locked  on 
the  back  of  his  car  were  two  new 
tires  ready  for  Just  such  an  emer'- 
gency.  But  when  he  went  to  get 
one  of  these  tires  he  could  not  And 
the  k«|r  to  the  lock.  He  was  Just 
getting  ready  to  wreck  the  lock  when 
a  car  dreW  up.  with  an  offer  of  as- 
sistance. It  happened  that  the  good 
Samaritan  had  a  key  that  opened  the 
lock.  Mid  put  an  end  to  the  dRnculty. 

Witll  the  number  of  women  drivers 
rapidly  increasing,  some  of  them  not 
■killed  in  coping  with  tire  trouble  or 
bad  ignition,  there  is  an  especial  need 
of  a  chivalrous  attitude  on  the  part  of 
experienced  drivers.  The  women 
probably  ought  not  to  be  driving  at 
all  unliass  they  know  enough  about  a 
car  to  be  able  to  make  simple  repairs, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  some  are 
without  the  requisite  knowledge. 
Moreover,  equal  suffrage  has  not  yet 
reduced  woman  to  the  status  of  man 
to  the  point  where  the  average  male 
would  be  able  to  square  himself  with 
his  conscience  if  he  paid  no  heed  to 
a  woman  in  distress. 

In  order  to  extend  an  offer  of  this 
sort  It  la  not  necessary  to  go  through 


a  lot  of  formality — a  mere  wave  of 
the  hand  will  frequently  serve  the 
purpose.  But  it  is  this  spirit  of 
kindly  courtesy  that  adds  to  the  Joy  of 
motoring  and  increases  the  pflde  of 
motorists  in  their  class. 


WHY  CASTOR  OIL  IS 
USED  IN  RACING  CARS 

r 
Castor  oil  Is  used  in  racing  cars  not 
because  mineral  oil  cannot  be  found 
that  will  be  a«  thick  and  viscous  as 
the  castor  oil.  but  because  castor  oil 
and  gasoline  will  not  mix.  Hence  the 
oil  will  not  change  its  viscosity  during 
the  race.  With  this  system  of  lubri- 
cation, where  the  oil  is  pumped  out 
of  the  crankcase.  it  is  kept  cooler  and 
therefore  gives  better  lubrication. 
Borne  of  the  cars  will  run  through  a 
600-mile  race  and  not  use  over  five 
gallons  of  castor  oil,  so  economloil  is 
the  dry  pomp  system  of  lubrlcfttton. 

HERE'S  TUMELY  HINT 

ON  WINTER  DRIVING 

In  oold  weather  especially,  no  one 
likes  to  have  tire  trouble.  It  is  the 
bugaboo  of  Winter  driving.  However, 
most  of  the  tire  trouble  may  be 
avoided.      Here  is  a  timely  hint: 

Prepare  for  frosen  ruts,  and  rough 
and  slippery  roads,  by  getting  you^ 
tires  in  perfect  condition  now.  Stave 
off  trouble  by  sensible  precautions. 
Have  your  tires  Inspected  and  neces- 
sary repairs  made  by  a  competent  tire 
surgeon.  Rims  should  be  trued  and 
wheels  tested  for  alignment,  tread 
cuts  cleaned  and  repaired,  inner  tubes 
inspected,  and  the  inside  of  the  cas- 
ing washed  and  dusted  with  talc. 

.Warped  Valve  Stena 

If  there  is  a  lack  of  compression 
and  on  examination  the  valve  heads 
seem  clean  and  perfect,  give  the  valve 
stems  a  careful  looking  over  to  see 
If  they  have  not  become  warped  by 
the  Intense  heat  of  that  part  of  the 
engine.

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The  automobile  engine  is  much  like 
the  human  t>elag  in  one  particular. 
Its  fundamental  well-t>elng  la  largely 
dependent  on  a  respiratory  system. 
By  this  is  meant  that  part  of  lt> 
mechanism  that  has  to  do  with 
breathing  in  the  fuel  vapa^*nd  ex- 
pelling the  burned  gases  after  com- 
bustion has  taken  place.  The  respi- 
ratory function  of  the  engine  is  con- 
trolled by  the  valves.  If  the  valvea 
which  permit  the  fuel  to  enter  the 
combustion  chamber  do  not  perform 
their  work  properly,  much  of  tho 
power  of  the  motor  will  be  lost. 

Again,  it  is  Just  as  Important  to 
get  the  burned  gases  out  of  the  way 
Mter  combootion,  for  their  continued 
presenoe  In  tho  combustion  chamber 
will  contaminate  the  fresh  fueL 
Granting,  then,  the  importance  of  tho 
valve  system,  a  brief  study  of  the 
unit,  its  common  failings  and  how  to 
remedy  them  may  be  interesting  and 
helpful. 

To  begin  with,  there  are  five  definite 
types  of  valve  gears.  The  most  popu- 
lar type  consists  of  a  single  cam- 
shaft, operating  push  rods,  which 
directly  control  the  valves.  This  ia 
the  type  which  is  used  on  L-head  en- 
gines, by  far  the  commonest  type  of 
powo-  i->lant.  The  next  type  is  the 
valve-in-head,  which  means  th.it  the 
valves  are  located  in  the  heads  of  the 
cylinders,  the  operation  being 
achieved  by  means  of  vertical  rods 
and  rocker  arms. 

What  Is  a  Rocker  Arm? 

These     rocker     arms    ^re merely 

pivoted  lexers,  operated  from  veVticffl" 
rods,  which  extend  up  from  a  push 
rod,  driven  by  an  ordinary  camshaft. 
The  next  valve  tyi)e  is  known  as  the 
T-head,  which  operates  on  tho  same 
principle  as  the  L-head.  but  has  two 
camshafts,  one  for  intake  and  the 
other  for  exhaust  valves.  The  fourth 
type  also  has  valves  in  the  heads  of 
the  cylinders,  but  the  .camshaft  is 
placed  on  top  of  the  cylinders  instead 
of  being  in  the  crankcase.  Th^  flnal 
type  is  the  sleeve  valve,  which  is  sim- 
ply a  part  in  a  sliding  sleeve  which  is 
actuated  by  eccentric  shafts,  corres- 
ponding to  the>  camshafts  of  ordinary 
practice. 

Most  car  owners  understand  some- 
thing of  the  way  in  which,  valves  are 
operated,  but  we  shall  describe  the 
operation  briefly.  The  camshaft  is 
geared  to  the  crankshaft.  an<l  as  It 
revolves  the  cams  are  brought  into 
contact  with  the  valve  lifter,  which 
is  a  cylindrical  bit  of  steel,  moving 
up  and  down  In  a  guide.  As  the  lifter 
is  forced  upward  it  pushes  the  valve 
open,  against  the  resistance  of  a 
spring.  When  it  reaches  its  limit  of 
upward  movement  It  sinks  d<mn 
again  and  the  spring  closes  the  valve. 

Obviously  the  position  and  slso  of 
the  cam  and  other  partj^  of  the  valve 
gearing  must  be  accurately  deter- 
mined to  keep  the  valve  open  for  Just 
the  proper  length  of  time.  Also  the 
valVes  must  be  open  at  exactly  the 
right  Instant  in  relation  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  piston.  It  will  be  evident 
that  wear  in  certain  parts  of  this 
valve  system  will  cause  derangement 
of  the  entire  operation  of  the  respi- 
ratory system  of  the  engine. 

Valve  MechanlHm  Sprayed 

The  modern  tendency  in  engine  de- 
sign is  to  keep  the  entire  valve 
mechanism  exposed  to  a  perpetual 
spray  of  oil.  In  some  designs  pipes 
are  provided,  but  In  others  the  valve 
system  is  located  inside  the  crank- 
case,  where  it  gets  splash  lubrication 
from  the  connecting  roda  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  tendency  the  wear  and 
consequent  noisy  operations  of  the 
valve  systems,  which  used  to  be  al- 
most universal,  have  been  largely 
eliminated.  Nevertheless  the  average 
car  owner  does  not  give  his  valve 
system  the  care,  or  rather,  watching, 
that  it  needs,  and  small  things  often 
develop  into  big  failures  for  lack  of 
a  small  attention  at  times. 

For  instance,  it  is  not  uncommon 
to  And  a.n  excessive  leakage  of  611 
down  the  sides  of  the  vaives.  This  is 
caused  by  wear  of  the  valve  stem  or 
stem  guide,  usually  brought  about  by 
insufficient  lubrication.  Something 
may  have  prevented  oil  from  getting 
in  the  mechanism  and  the  result  has 
been  excessive  and  rapid  wear. 

Or  the  condition  may  be  caused  by 
the  fact  that  the  valve  is  pushed  side- 
ways whenever  it  is  raised  because  of 
a  bent  stem,  a  worn  tappet,  or  stem 
bottom.  It  frequently  happen*  that 
the  stem  will  be  struck  at  one  point 
only,  inducing  excessive  sid«  thrust, 
wearing  the  valve  stein  guide.  When 
the  guides  have  been  worn  In  this 
wUy  it  is  possible  to  ream  them  out 
and  fit  the  valves  with  overslxe  stems. 
An  alternative  repair  is  to  flt  bromee 
bushings  in  the  guides  If  these  are  not 
already  used. 

Look  for  Bent  Stems 

Whenever  the  valves  are  taken  oat 
for  any  reason,  they  should  b»  exam- 
ined for  bent  stems  and  for  play  in 
their  guides.  In  Inspecting  the  stems 
it  is  best  to  us«  a  steel  square,  as  the 
eye  often  falls  to  detect  a  slight  bend. 

Another  valve  trouble  Is  wear  of 
the  tappet.1,  which  causes  a  slapping 
In  their  guides,  a  very  annoying  con- 
dition, the  existence  of  which  may  be 
detected  by  shaking  the  tappet  with 
the  fingers  after  the  spring  pressure 
has  been  removed.  The  methods  of 
overcoming  thia  slapping  aro  almost 
as  many  as  the  numt>er  of  tappet  a»- 
semblies.  and  In  oomo  oases  a  neW 
unit  Is  necessary. 

One  of  the  commonest  of  the  valro 
failures  is  worn  cams.  The  worn 
cam  slaps  against  Its  follower,  and 
worse  still,  it  altera  the  lift  of  the 
valve.  This  has  the  effect  of  shut- 
ting off  part  of  the  fuel  supply  of  ths 
engine,  or  of  reducing  the  time  for 
scavenging,  so  that  all  tha  bornod 
gases  cannot  escape  from  ths  oom- 
bustlon  chamlMr.  Ths  oaly  renody 
for  this  condition  Is  to  install  a  now 
camshaft. 

In  making  adjostmsnts  la  tbo  vatw 
gsarlag  system,  th*  work  should  al- 
ways l>o  carried  out  while  ths  parts 
are  l^ot.  They  run  hot  when  ths  sn- 
KlM  Is  OMffating.  and  if  adJustsMnts 
aro  MIMI  JPlll|A  thay  aro  eoM  tbo

It  has  t>eOn  assumed  by  many  peo- 
ple that  taking  ths  gasoline  out  of 
natural  gas  Impoverishes  ths  gas  "and 
t'hus  reduces  Its  heating  value.  Re- 
cent Investigations  t>y  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Mines,  however,  have  de- 
monstrated that  this  assumption  is 
without  any  foundation  and  that,  on 
the  whole,  its  removal  is  beneficial 
rathur  than  detrimentaL 

One  gallon  of  gasoline  In  the 
natural  gas  burned  by  the  domestic 
consumer  as  gas  Is  worth  to  him  about 
one  and  three-quarter  cents  in  heat 
value,  while  this  same  gallon  of  gaso- 
line to  the  automobile  user  is  worth 
about  36  centa 


Heavy 

Talcing  the  gasoline  out  of  the 
one  gallon  will  eaual  4S  cubic  feet  of 
gas,  but  this  Is  not  taken  from  the 
consumer.  l>ecause  his  gas  is  meas- 
ured at  his  home  meter  and  he  ob- 
tains 1.000  cubic  feet  of  gas  irrespec- 
tive of  whether  the  gasoline  Is  re- 
moved or  not.  The  loss  to  the  con- 
sumer Is  therefore  tha  difference  be- 
tween one  and  three-quarter  cents 
and  the  cost  of  36  cubic  feet  of  gas, 
which  at  36  cents  per  1,000  Is  one 
cent.  The  net  loss  in  heating  value, 
therefore.  Is  less  than  ono  ooat  per 
1.000  sublc  feet 

On  the  other  hand,  the  remSval  of 
the  gasoline  is  a  positive  l>eneflt  to 
tho  consumer.  Until  the  gasoUno  re- 
moval plants  were  Installed,  the  gaso- 
line and  water  condensed  in  the  pipo- 
linea  thus  disintegrating  the  rublHir 
gaskets  In  the  ooupUai^  which.  In 
turn,  permitted  a  largo  loakago  of 
gas,  with  consequent  loworlag  of  tho 
prossnre.  Such  losses  aggregate  maeh 
more  than  the  inslgnUleaat  hsat  loss 
.srsrred  to  la  tho  prooodlag  para- 
•raph.

Cholera  Is  adding  to  the  general 
distress  in  the  ramlne-strlcken  dis- 
trict of  China  where  from  2S,eO0.«00 
to  tO.OO«,0«o  psople  are  taeinsr  tfeodi 
by  starvation. 

The  Associated  Preso  correspondent, 
who  rsoemiy  travvlod  throogh  the 
heart  ot'  the  territory  most  serioosly 
denuded  of  food,  found  conditions

Worst  to  Oome. 

Information  obtained  by  the  cor- 
respondent Indicated  that  the  present 
suffering  Is  only  a  forecast  of  that  to 
come  in  the  course  of  eight  to.  ten 
weeks,  when  the  real  crisis  will  arrive. 
Conditions  In  the  belt  ^e  traversed  in 
a  Journey  by  cart  betWeen  two  rail- 
way Unes  near  Techow  are  believed 
to  be  typical  of  those  generally  exist- 
ing throughout  large  areas  in  the 
provinces  of  Chlhll,  Shantung,  Honan 
and  ShansL  He  found  indescribable 
misery  and  stoical  facing  of  starva- 
tion by  millions  of  people  who  had 
disposed  of  everything  saleable  and 
saw  In  the  future  nothing  but  death. 

When  the  frost  has  killed  the  on- 
consumed  leaves  and  weeds  there  will 
be  literally  nothing  to  eat  for  at  least 
half  the  population.  One  out  of  ten 
has  already  migrated  without  money 
and  without  destination:  In  the  worst 
spots  half  the  people  are  already  sub- 
sisting on  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
furniture  and  clothing,  which  meant 
that  thoae ,  temporarily  escaplng\ 
sAirvation  will  ultimately  die  from 
cold   and    exposure. 

SCarvaUon    Impending. 

In  the  town  of  Chi  Chow,  which  Is 
typical,  the  magistrate  Informed  the 
correspondent  that  out  of  every  three 
families  two^are  quite  sure  to  starve 
before  the  end  of  the  year,  barring 
elTective  relief  from  outside.  There 
are  890,000  people  In  the  admlnlstra- 
Uve  district   in  question. 

In  Nlng  Chlng,two  bankera  who 
were  engaged  In  raising  rellsf  funds 
said  that  the  crop  had  been  an  ab- 
solute failure  following  two  or  three 
previous  and  serious  shortages.  Of 
lOJlOO  familiee,  they  estimated  that 
eight  out  of  ten  were  practical ty  with- 
out means.  One  of  the  InformanU 
said  that  he  was  the  owner  of  the 
largest  pawnshop  la  the  vicinity. 

"There  are  constant  streams  of 
farmers  coming  with  clothing,  fuml- 
tore.  Implements,  anytblag  opoa 
which  to  realise  a  few  foppem.  Thoy 
are  eelUn*  their  children  where  pow-

hope  that  they  may  be  fed."  he  eald.

It  is  hard  even  for  the  people  of 
Vienna  to  realise  their  pUjht  and  to 
picture  what  the  Winter  has  In  store 
for  them.

Reports  reaching  WashlngAn 
through  official  channels  relative  to 
the  discovery  state  that  It  makes  use 
of  two  gasea  sulphprate  hydrogen 
and  aulphur  dioxide,  which  react  on 
eaoh  other  to  produce  water  and  free 
sulphur. 

It  has  been  found  that  when  eruda 
rubber,  either  in  solid  form  or  in  so- 
lution, is  treated  with  these  gases, 
tha  aulphur  produced  vulcanizes  the 
rubber.  If  the  rubber  is  mixed  with 
wasU  material  such  as  sawdust, 
leather  scraps,  or  even  paper,  and  the 
mixture  vulcanised,  the  result  will 
serve  a  variety  of  useful  purpoaaa. 

The  Impor^ce  of  this  discovery, 
the  report  sAys,  is  said  to  He  in  the 
fact  that  it  makes  cold  vulcanizing 
possible,  the  present  method  being  to 
heat  rubber  and  sulphur  to  a  tem- 
perature of  ISS  degrees  Centigrade, 
and  it  has  been  dlfflcult  to  aet  a  com- 
bination of  rubber  with  raw  materials 
which  would  stand  such  a  high  tem- 
perature.       * 

It  is  olaimed  that  the  discovery 
will  make  possible  the  manufacture 
of  one-pleoe  boots,  without  stitching, 
and  that  its  use  will. extend  to  tha 
manufacture  of  linoleum  floor  cover- 
ings, artificial  leather,  upholstery  ana 
wall  paper,  and  that  It  will  probably 
alKeet  the  manufacture  of  motor 
tires,  whereas  imder  the  old  process 
the  heat  would  destroy  th^  property 
of  the  materlala  being  used. 

The  method  of  the  cold  vulcanis- 
ing will  also  allow  for  the  use  of  the 
more  delicate  colors  which  the  old 
process  would  not. 

DISTANCE  CAR  GOES 
AFTER  BRAKE  APPUED 

Inspector  of  Police  Bdward  f^  May, 
of  Cleveland,  after  studying  the  dis- 
tances at  which  automobiles  can  stop 
at  various  speeds,  has  compiled  the 
following  table  for  the  benefit  of  the 
auto  driver. 

The  tests  were  made  over  a  dry, 
paved  road  by  the  same  machine, 
with  the  brakes  In  good  condition: 

At  10  miles  an  hour  the  machine 
was  stopped  within  9  feet  3  inches; 
at  15  miles  an  hour  it  stoped  in  20 
feet  8  Inches;  at  10  miles  an  hour,  17 
feet;  25  miles  aa  hour,  BS  feet;  SO 
miles  an  hour.  88  feet  8  inchaa,  and  88 
miles  an  hour,  lis  feet.

Ma  regards  corruption,  within  ats 
montha  of  doming  Into  power  there 
waa  tha  M.  R.  Macdonald  affair,  that 
gentleman  being  then  Attei^ey  Gen- 
eral. The  eharsea  againat  Mr.  Bow- 
aar h»Ve  not  been  auatantiated  in  any 
way.  There  la  the  Flndtay  affair  with 
ugly  ntmors  surrounding  it,  but  tha 
true  facts  have  never  been  brought 
ouL  There  la  tha  Doily  Varden  affair, 
•Ad  tha  charges'  of  a  serlona  ohar- 
aotor  made  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Blliot,  him- 
self a  Uberal,  against  the  Premier. 
True,  the  Premier  obtained  a  verdict 
of  tS  coats  as  the  price  of  hia  reputa- 
tion In  OBs  of  tho  several  oharges 
mado  by  Mr.  BlUot,  but  tbo  qnsaUon 
is,  was.t))w  whole  story  brought  outT 

S.  Aa  .regards  tho  "no  patronage" 
ery:  tb4  Civil ,  Servleo  Commission  was 
not  put.  Into  operation  until  nearly 
two  y«Ms  after  tho  ZJboral  Oovern- 
ment  cAue  into  power,  and  when  tha 
positions  In  the  Workmen'a  Compen- 
sation Board,  and  other  new  depart- 
ments created  by  the  Llberala  have 
been  filled  by  the  Government,  and 
then  only  after  a  very  strong  returned 
soldier  deputation  , had  brought  prss- 
suro  to  bear  on  tge  Govomment. 

S.  As  regards  putting^the  finances 
of  the  Province  In  ordei^the  Ltbersla

oxteadod  all  tho  help  possible  to  ease 
tbo  sttBatlott,  tbo  Oliver  Government 
thought  fit  to  mora  than  double  tax- 
atioiii  The  Manlolpalities  were 
strippod  of  svery  channel  of  revenue, 
except  land,  so  that  tho  Oovemment 
may  mdke  a  pretence  of  citrrylng  out 
Ita  promise.  And  what  is  the  result? 
Th*  Municipality  of  Victoria  alone 
has  hBd  to  aaaume  $4,000,000  worth  of 
property,  which,  until  resold,  yields 
no  revenue  t6  the  dty  so  that  the 
taxas  which  these  properties  should 
have  paid  if  privately  owned,  must 
now  be  added  to  those  which  aro  al- 
ready groaning  tinder  the  heavy  buf> 
deltu  How  many  homes  have  been 
sold  «p  for  taxas?  How  manyVork- 
laff-n«a  BBd  tlieso  of  tbo  middle 
okMMo  hdaro  loot  iltelr  saviags,  sin^ply 
bMitWili'  boltevttxg  in  the  fnturo  of 
thia  cmfSn.in,  they  invested  la  real  es- 
tate T  Xa  tbb  handling  of  its  flaanees 
the  Finance  Minister  has  shown  a 
hesytlassii^  Vo  consequences.  •  He 
doubled  Mm  personal  property  tax,  at 
a  tlino.-#ti*n  coat  of  living  trxntt^ady 
high,  than  adding  further  to  It.  He 
^:  oB  tlit  sarfdee,  InoTMsM  the 
revenue  by  |S. 500,000.  but  it  ha»  coat 
jths  City  of  Victoria  resldenta  and 
I  property  dwners,  the  same  aiiiount  In 
properties  4wld  up  for  taxes.  lo  thla 
good,  Aa*!?M?  Wo  are  hungrj^  we 
ask  ,  tho  goiremnent  for  kroad.'  Its 
reply  la  tb  atrip  as  of  ths  cfathes  we 
wsari;  aiid  Wl^en  we  compldtn  of  fil- 
ing oold.lt  heartlaaaly  Ulls  us  to  go 
and  work  to  keep  onroelvao  vraHn.  or 
-turn  In  ottt'  own  Juleo." 
Tbo  Oliver  government  has  claimed 
great  credit  for  passing  csruin  social 
legi$lgltott' fft'O^  df  woayn.  but  in 
view  of  Aho  iaet  ikat  woAen  today 
eommafid  nsdrly  iMlf  the  votes^  can 
aay.  gorsMiaient  which  comes  into 
power  Ignore  the  demands  tor  such 
logtaUtlon?  Mra.  Rj^ph  Smith  claim, 
ed  tlM  gtatlCude  of  women  to  the 
Oliver  bcrveramea*  for  such  leglsla- 
tlen,  yet  to"  gratitude  duet  Whatever 
government  ruled  from  lltC,  when 
woiaea  secured  tho  franchise,  must 
bavo  taken  sUpa  to  rectify  the  dlaa- 
blUty  whMi  women  lived  ander,  and 
•0  BOW  govtmmont  oaa  afford  ta  ig- 
aero  tt.  Oa  tMa  point,  thoreforo.  It 
waa  laaklng  a  vtttue  of  a  neesssUy. 
to  say  nothing  of  elemental  Jastleo. 
Tho  Cast  of  aach  leglalatioa  havlag 
beea  passed  by  the  pllvar  Ckvorii- 
aaeat  Is  no  proof  that  If  aaother 
party  bad  basa  la  powor,  reinaakbor- 
Ibc  tbo  i>Btog  waaMa  eommand.  that 
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ponded  did  not  ex»eod  tSf.000,000, 
and  there  was  something  to  shoW-for 
it.  If  the  Oliver  Oovorameat  really 
beUeves  that  the  P.  O.  K.  would  not 
pay  axle  grease  In  SS.  yearn,  their 
proper  course  should  have  been  to 
cbncel  the  line.  aeU  whatever  is  there, 
and  write  off  the  balance  as  lost.  It 
would  have  saved  tbo  people,'  at 
least,  ISO.000,000  ta  mnnlng  loasesa 
tmd  capital  cost.  Instead  of  that  they 
have  sunk  ji  further  115,000,000  and 
they  claim  to  be  a  bosinesslike  gov- 
ernment! Aa  a  matter  of  fact  they 
belleva  the  lino  Is  good,  and  will  pay. 
and  that  Is  why  they  have  conUn- 
ued  it.  In  that  cfaa  they  are  trying 
to  deceive  the  public  in  order  to  gst 
into  power.  I  leave  the  pubUq*  ta 
Judge  of  the  morality  of  this  eourss. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Liberals 
said  the  aame  of  the  C.  P.  R-.  and 
events  have  convicted  them  of  a  want 
of  vision  and  judgment.  It  was  the 
McBrlde  Oovemment  that  put  tho 
proposed  P.  O.  E.  enterprise  before 
the  people,  and  the  people,  no  doubt 
infiueneed  by  the  then  real  estate 
boom,  and  '«asy  money,  thought  the 
scheme  good,  and  gave  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde  a  mandate  l)X  electing  45 
out  of  47  msmbers  to  the  L«gialatttra. 
If  the  world  financial  and  Inter- 
national situation  had  aince  then  re- 
mained normal,  this  lino  would  have 
gope  op,  and  probably  been  com- 
pleted and  earning  by  now. 

Before  the  public  Judge  the 
MsBrlde  -  Bowssr  Oovsrnment  thers- 
fore  they  must  first  remember  that 
they  sanctioned  the  enterprise,  and 
take  Into  acoount  the  following  un- 
toward circumstances  over  which  no 
government  in  B.  C.  can  bo  held  rea- 
ponslble.  In  ItOT  the'  Wow  York 
financial  erlala  ensusd;  In  190f  the 
Morocco  affair  which  nearly  precipit- 
ated the  world  war;  in  1010  the 
Italian-Turkish  war;  1013  first  Bal- 
kan war;  «ad  ItlS  tba  aecoad  Bal> 
lean  war,  culminating  in  1914  in  the 
great  w;orld  war.  Now  everyone  of 
these  has  the  effect  of  causing  cap- 
ital to  be  cautious,  and  to  make  cap- 
italists ciM.  In  their  money  rather 
than  letting  It  out  To  build  thla  line 
it  was  necessary  to  have  an  easy 
world  financial  market,  and  tho  col- 
lapse of  the  financial  market  cauaOd 
by  the  events  mentioned,  over  none 
of  whleh  the  McBrlde  Government 
had  control.  Is  tho  real  cause  of  our 
trouble.  A^  to  the  campaign  funds 
affair,  an  parties  receive  campaign 
funds  the  world  over,  and  the  charges 
of  receiving  1500,000  from  the  P.  G. 
B.  have  never  been  substantiated 
against  tbo  OonaervBtivefi,  although 
tho  ZJberals  had  four  yetua  to  do  it 
li}.  As  to  promotion  stock,  this  Is 
custoipaty  in  every  country,  but  as  a 
rale  It  ranks  after  tho  ordinary  oash 
stock,  and  It  is  only  worth  money 
when  the  company  Is  paying,  and  the 
assets  exceed  the  amount  of  ordinary 
stock.  When  the  Oliver  Oovemment 
took  ovec  the  P.  O.  B.  the  promotion 
shares  became  waste  paper,  eo  bring- 
ing this  matter  op  now.  Is  only  an 
attempt  to  mislead  and  throw  mod. 
knowing  that  there  la  nothing  In  It 
now.  • 

Coming  now  to  tho  DomlalOB 
Trust  affair.  Thla  concern  was  some- 
thing like  the  Provincial  Bank  out- 
lined by  Hon.  Mr.  Hdrt  It  accepted 
deposits  at  four  per  cent  and  lent  It 
out  at  S  fo  10  per  oent.  The  deposits 
not  only  came  from  thta  province, 
but  from  other  parts  of  Canada  and 
from  Bngland.  It  brought  money 
into  the  country,  and  wba  the  cnuse 
of  the  easy  mo^ey  in  1905-1910 
which  made  the  boom.  The  fact  that 
ifr.  Bowser's  firm  acted  as  lawyers 
for  this  eoncehi,  while  Mf.  Bowser 
himself  was  Attorney  OMsral,  was 
unwise  but  not  Immoral,  if  it  were. 
then  the  Oliver  Ooverniaent  should 
have  passed  legislation  against  a 
repetition,  but  they  did  not  and  today 
Mr.  Hart  Is  Finance  Minister  while 
■till  a  partner  of  Olllesple,  Hart  ik 
Todd.  If  having  offlcee  in  thT  same 
bulldfng  make  reeponslbility,  then  the 
editor  of  the  fSmes  Should  have  been 
held  a  responsible  for  the  Griffiths 
Hughes  affair.  Tha  fact  of  the  mat- 
ter is,  the  late  Mr.  Arnold,  who  was 
tho  active  director  of  that  concern, 
put  it  over  tho  rspt  Ho  was  spec- 
ulating, and  he  atight  bavo  come 
through  all  right  and '  tho  ^t^rast 
would  bo  running  today,  if  th*  «ol- 
lapso  ot  tho  financial  markota  out- 
lined above,  did  not  intorfSrs.  eaos- 
Ing  depositors  to  dsmaad  withdraw- 
als.  which  the  TrtMt  davld  not  meet, 
becaoso  tb*  mon«y  wefs  out  in  mort- 
gages. I  anderstaad  that  the  trast 
eompa^fs  wsra  aot  luidsr  ths  oontrol 
of  th/^ttoraey  Oonoral,  but  of  the 
Finance  Minister. '  Mr.  Bowser's  res- 
ponslblUty  cams  only  when,  at  Inter- 
vals, he  acted  temporarily  as  Minister 
of  Finance.  As  Minister  of  Finanos 
It  wss  his  duty  to  send  an  fiupeetor 
to  audit  the  aoconnta  periodically, 
aad  I  understand  this  was  done.

A  Tlaw  for  Acttoa 

Sir, — Although  we  are  in  the  hurlyr 
burly  of  a,  Proviaclal  electioa.  ooald 
wo  aot  turn  our  thoughts  for  a 
moment  to  matters  that  are  largely 
manleipal  and  are  In  danger  of  being 
allowed    to   drop   out   entirely. 

In  your  editorial  of  a  few  weeks 
ago  (I  have  not  the  date)  you  made 
reference  to  a  committee  that  had 
been  formed  to  deal  with  the  pro- 
gross  of  VictoiW  I  have  been  walt- 
zing to  see  the  repor(  of  that  commit- 
tee, or  t>etter  still,  some  practical  re- 
sults as  the  outcome  of  their  labon 
and  I  am  wondering  now  whether 
cuch  a  committee  does  exist,  and  if 
ao,  why  the  apparent  inertia,  eopecial- 
ly  Just  now  when  Victoria  needs  so 
much  and  seems  to  to  be  getting  so 
litUe.  "I  am  told,  and  my  authority 
seems  to  be  good,"  that  there  are  al- 
ready perhape  two  thousand  men  of 
all  claaaea  out  of  work  in  Victoria— 
laborers,  clerks;  artisans,  etc—HUid 
btisineas  houses  could  all  do  twice 
their  present  amount  of  bttainess  wttb 
the  same  overhead  expenses,  and  the 
tiuestlon  la.  what  aro  wo  to  do  about 
It? 

As  far  as  I  can  gather  tber*  o*r- 
tainly  se*ms  to  be  a  fairly  well  de- 
fined public  sentiment  In  favor  of  ad- 
vancement, by  way  of'  the  establtoh- 
ment  of  work  shopa  aad  factories  aa 
a  means  of  providing  work  and  a  pay 
roll  as  near  tui  may  be  all  th*  yaar 
round.  Al*o  places  of  ajnusomont 
and  recreation  that  would  help  to  at- 
tract tourists,  and  induce  them  to 
prolong  their  stay  with  im  when 
here. 

Important  problems  will  bo  oomlng 
up,  and  there  is  justification  for  tbo 
belief  that  some  of  us  holdT  that  the 
next  -few-years  wHI  witness  enonaou* 
and  increasing  developments  on  the 
borders  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  The 
almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  timber, 
minerals,  etc.,  makes  this  not  only 
possible  but  well-nish  certain,  and 
will  provide  freight  and  cargoes  tor 
ships  running  to  and  from  all  parts  of 
the  world.  New  towns  and  cities 
will  spring  Into  being  and  th*  old 
ones  will  receive  fresh  Impetus  and 
will  benefit  in  tho  proportion  as  they 
reach  out  after  new  things.  "Much 
could  be  said  here,"  tuid  indeed  there 
will  be  a  Uverpool  situated  some- 
where on  the  Pacific  CoasC  "Some- 
where." Where  will  it  be,  tmd  to 
what  extent  will  Victoria  benefit  by 
this  new  development?  One  thldk  to 
certain,  we  shall  get  no  moro  thaa 
we  go  out  after. 

The  present  seems  to  be  a  fit  time 
for  the  committee,  perhaps  with  the 
members  of  the  Island  Development 
Association  with  their  usual  "esprlt- 
de-corps,"  to  become  desperately  ac- 
tive, and  for  one  thing,  they  might  bo 
prepared  to  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  elections,  approach  the  new  Pro- 

Sncial  Oovemment  and  obUila  from 
em  the  very  best  possible  terms 
under  which  industrial  concerns  could 
be  establUbed  on  the  old  Indian  re- 
serve and  to  what  extent  they  would 
be  prepared  to  asstot  the  manldpali- 
tles  in  a  joint  scheme  that  would  be 
attractive  to  those  looking  for  loca- 
tions. Perhaps  cheap  water  "from 
our  abundance"  could  be  arranged 
for,  also  cheap  light  and  power,  and 
a  low  rate  of  taxation  for  a  few  years, 
in  fact  make  the  conditions  sa  fav- 
orabis  as  possible.  Thto  policy  has 
worked  well  in  many  other  places 
and  Is  worth  trying  here. 

Public  works  have  been  promised 
and  tbe  money  for  carrying  on  the 
same  haa  been  voted.  That  Govern- 
ment drydock  should  have  been  well 
under  way  by  now.  The  Federal 
Government  is  also  to  erect  a  new 
Ifullding  for  the  Department  of  Ma- 
rine and  Ftoherles.  The  C.N.  Rail- 
way to  to  coastruct  an  ofllce  building 
On  tho  corner  of  Fort  and  Oovem- 
ment Streets  as  well  as  terminal 
facilities  on  the  old  Indian  reserve. 
The  C.P.  Railway  Company  to  to  ooa- 
stmct  an  office  building  for  tVie  B.C. 
Coast  and  88.  service,  and  sdase  other 
work  has  been  promtoad,  1>ut  th* 
point  to  the  whole  thing  to  4t  a  Stand- 
still, and  one  wonders  why.  Thto  to 
public  money  and  should  be  spent  at 
a  time  when  it  would  bs  ot  tho  great* 
•St  benefit  to  th*  community,  and 
surely  that  time  is. now. 

An  e|Xort  should  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  thoae  corporations  which 
would  lead  to  an  Immediate  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  for  there  to 
no  reason  why  there  should  "be  any 
groat  cesabtlon  of  work  her*  with 
our  mild  winters. 

These  are  a  few  thoughts  a*  I  httr* 
riediy  write.  I  .granted  to  ssy  aomo- 
thing  about  making  Vletorla  tha 
greatest  and  moat  popular  toartot  re- 
sort on  the  West  Coast,  "the  play- 
ground of  Canada,"  bat  thto  Is  al- 
ready too  loag,  so  I  will  try  agaUu

London  Papers  Treat  Demand 
for  Shar^  in  Rights  in  Light 
of  Tact  Tirnt  America  Bears 
No  Burden 


LONDON,  Not.  ST. — Commenting 
on  the  Amerleai^  note  to  Great  Brit- 
ain concemlnv  Meeopotamlan  oil.  The 
Westminster  Oasette  says  today  that 
It  regards  It  Important  in  the  Inter- 
ests of  International  peace  that  the 
•Allied  countries  should  not  eatabllah 
economic  monopolies  in  taking  over 
larg%  tracts  from  their  Ute  enemiea 

''Nevertheless."  It  adds,  "we  can- 
not help  feellnv  that- a  well-devel- 
oped sense  of  humor  would  have 
caused  the  American  note  on  the 
Mesopotamian  oil  field  to  be  couched 
In  different  terms." 

It  points  out  that  the  United  States 
hsa  hot  ratified  the  peaceHreaty,  and 
has  refused  to  undertake  the  respon- 
sibillles  of  a  mandatory. 

It  adds:  "They  themselves  control  a 
vast  proportion  of  the  world's  oil  re- 
sources, yet  Secretary  C6Iby  objects 
^  to  arrangements  for  exploiting  Meso- 
XK>tamian  oil  on  the  ground  that  they 
constitute  a  breach  of  the  mandatory 
principle."  ,  . 

The  Standard  considers  the  an- 
nouncement  of  the  American  policy 
regarding  the  peac^  treaty  and  man- 
dates is  of  great  Interest,  while 
America's  claim  to  equal  rights  with 
Great  Britain  In  Mesopotamia  is,  it 
says,  Important.
